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Anderson friends await court justice

All they want now Is justice. 
That's what friends and neighbors 


of Phyllis Anderson say they are 
awaiting, more than a year after the 
Sl-year-old Buffalo Grove woman was 
killed on Chicago's South Side. 


"That's all anyone can ask for," 


said one neighbor who asked to re- 
main anonymous. "And it will come; 
justice always comes for the in- 
nocent." 


THE FIRST MAJOR step in the 


quest for justice will come today in the 
Cook County courtroom of Judge 
James M. Bailey. 


It is in Bailey's courtroom that 


opening arguments in the murder 
case against Mrs. Anderson's accused 
killer, Marion Logan, are expected to 
begin after the final four members of 
the 12-member jury are chosen. 


Logan, a Chicago carpenter is 


charged with killing Mrs. Anderson, 
986 Cambridge Dr., and wounding her 
husband on June 13, 1976, after their 
car was forced off the Dan Ryan Ex- 
pressway hi a heavy rainstorm and 
was stranded on the South Side. Three 
of the family's six children witnessed 
the shooting. 


Logan, 31, allegedly was among a 


gang of men that approached Ander- 
son's car demanding money. 


WHAT FOLLOWED was described 


by Chicago police as a tragic example 
of random violence, brought on by ra- 
cial isolation and frustration. 


As the Andersons and their children 


sat stalled beneath a viaduct near 
69th Street, a gang approached them 
and demanded $10. Anderson refused 
and Logan allegedly shot him in the 
neck and shot and killed his wife. 


Today the tragedy still causes be- 


wilderment and grief in those close to 


the Andersons. Why the senseless kill- 
ing, and why the fluke circumstances 
that put the Andersons at the South 
Side intersection, at the very moment 
a killer passed by? 


In his own grief, the Rev. John Do- 


herty of St. Edna's Catholic Church in 
Arlington Heights who buried Mrs. 
Anderson, said he couldn't answer the 
questions. 


"They whys have challenged the 


wisdom and the providence and the 
love of an Almighty God," Father Do- 
herty said. 


"Anybody who spoke of Phyllis in 


anything but glowing terms would not 
be giving her enough credit," he said. 
"My, what a fine woman and mother 
and wife, she was . . . a trinity of 
goodness in each of her major roles." 


MRS. ANDERSON was active in the 


parish women's club and the annual 
parish picnic, said Father Doherty. 
He called the Andersons model par- 
ishioners. 


"We couldn't have known a better 


woman," the neighbor said. "And the 
memories are all too clear." 


He said he remembers a newspaper 


reporter calling him early the morn- 


ing after Mrs. Anderson was killed. 


"I originally thought the call was a 


prank. Nothing like this could have- 
happened," the neighbor said. "Then' 
when the sun came up, and I saw 
rows of faces outside in the streets, 
all with bewildered looks, my stomach 
began to turn. It was then I knew 
against belief that the news was 
true."

and running through Dec. 31, a total 
of 71 racing dates, with the last seven 
days run for the benefit of charities. 


THE ILLINOIS RACING Board will 


consider Arlington Park's 
request 


Aug. 1 along with the applications 


submitted by 10 other corporations. 


The dates originally were awarded 


-for Washington Park in Homewood, 
which was destroyed by fire last year. 


Joyce said the harness racing dates 


are needed for Arlington Park to 
show a profit. 


Arlington Park currently operates 


with thoroughbred horse racing about 
four months a year. 


Joyce said harness racing could 


mean $60,000 in additional revenue for 
the village each year through admis- 
sion, sales and hotel taxes. 


At Village Pres. James T. Ryan's 


request, Joyce agreed to negotiate 
with village officials an additional tax 
designed to benefit the village, under 
the condition that the tax not be 


enacted if harness racing dates are 
not awarded to Arlington Park. 


"I HAVE NO OBJECTION to pay- 


ing my fair share when I'm a benefi- 
ciary," Joyce said. "I would assume 
we'd be able to work out something 
very quickly. The number would be a 
significant number as far as I'm con- 
cerned," Joyce said. 


The most likely tax to be imposed 


on the race track would be a parking 
tax, which was proposed by the vil- 
lage administration last Wednesday. 
The tax proposal was tabled for fur- 
ther study after race track officials 
complained that collection of the tax 
would cause traffic congestion. 


There was no organized opposition 


to the night racing request Monday 


night from Arlington Heights resi- 
dents. In meetings with nearby home- 
owners' groups early this month, resi- 
dents have complained to track offi- 
cials about lighting, traffic and noise. 
Joyce Monday promised to solve all 
three problems by taking the follow- 
ing steps: 


• Install a smaller lighting system 


that will not direct any light beyond 
the boundaries of the race track prop- 
erty; 


• Keep Gate number 1 at Wilke 


Road closed and use only Gate 5 on 
Euclid Avenue and Gate 8 on Rohlw- 
ing Road;

INDIANAPOLIS (UPI) — With a 


10-foot python coded around his neck, 
Stuntman Bill Shirk rose ashen-faced 
from the grave Monday where he 
spent three days with snakes and spi- 
ders in order to raise money for the 
retarded. 


When he emerged, Shirk seemed to 


be in a struggle with the snake, which 
he said he had let out to "kinda mess 
with him." He was sweaty and dirty 
and kept his eyes closed at first be- 
cause of the bright lights of a tele- 
vision news crew. 


He was immediately shown a White 


House telegram he had demanded as 
a condition to being dug up from the 
grave in front of his radio station. 


WHEN HIS $5,000 goal was far from 


met by the original Sunday noon 
deadline, Shirk refused to emerge un- 
til the amount was gathered — and 
until President Carter gave symbolic 
support to his charity effort. 


He spent more than 79 hours fa the 


grave. 


Asked what went wrong at the last, 


he explained. 


"Well I want to be real honest with 


you, I thought I'd get the python out 
and kinda mess with him a little bit, 
and all of a sudden he got up around 
my neck area. Man I — seriously — 
he choked me." 


But he said his worst moment in the 


grave was when he reached his initial 
deadline and learned the charity goal 
had not been reched.

Prinze suicide 
an accident, 
mother contends 


LOS ANGELES (UPI) — The moth- 


er of Freddie Prinze, the 22-year-old 
comedian who authorities said com- 
mitted suicide last January by firing 
a bullet into his brain, claimed Mon- 
day that her son's death was acciden- 
tal. 


Maria Pruetzel held a news confer- 


ence in which she said "circum- 
stances 
that have recently been 


brought to my attention" have led her 
to conclude that her son shot himself 
accidentally while playing with the 
gun. 


She claimed the young comedian of- 


ten joked to friends about shooting 
himself, placing the gun to his head 
and pulling the trigger, but always 
with the safety natch on. He was una- 
ware that the safety catch was off 
when the gun fired Jan 28, she con- 
tended. 


Prinze died of massive brain clam- 


age at UCLA Medical Center Jan. 29 
some 33 hours after he shot himself 
through the head at his West Los An- 
geles apartment. 


It had been reported in newspaper 


and magazine stories that the young 
comedian was in a deep depression 
over the break-up of his 15-month 
marriage, legal matters, and was a 
heavy user of drugs, including cocaine 
and quaaludes. 


Mrs Pruetzel, accompanied by her 


attorney, read from a prepared state- 
ment in which she criticized author- 
ities for a slipshod investigation into 
Prinze's death. 


Shirk when ho entered his coffin Fri- 
day. 


Shirk had his four companions "con- 


tained" — two tarantulas stuffed m 
his shoes, a rattlesnake muzzled with 
a shoelace and a python stuffed in a 
jumpsuit and used for a pillow.

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U.S., Mexican police in border shootout

SAN DIEGO — Sgt. Jesus Lopez 


jumped out of the bushes, flashed his 
badge and identified himself as a San 
Diego police officer. 


The Tijuana patrolman wasn't im- 


pressed. He struck Lopez in the chest 
with his gun, forcing him to buckle 
over. Lopez clucked and turned quick- 
ly as the Tijuana policeman fired a 
bullet through the right shoulder of 
Lopez's jacket, barely missing flesh. 


The guns of several undercover San 


Diego police officers flashed along the 
U.S.-Mexlco border with Tijuana pa- 
trolmen returning fire. 


MOMENTS LATER, both Tijuana 


officers were critically injured. Carols 
Chacon, a San Diego policeman, was 
shot in the arm as another bizarre 
episode unfolded Saturday in the his- 
tory of Mexico's reputedly corrupt po- 
lice force. 


Officials from the San Diego and Ti- 


juana police departments this week 
still are attempting to find out why 
their men engaged in the shootout in 
the 3100 block of Monument Road 
along the border. 


"The best guess we have of the in- 


cident is that the Mexico police were 
attempting to pull off an armed rob- 
bery of our men," a spokesman from 
San 
Diego said 
Monday night. 


"They've been known to try that be- 
fore. About three or four weeks ago 
they (tijuana police) robbed their 
own mayor, although they 
didn't 


know it at the time." 


Saturday night's gunfight began after 


several men under Lopez, dressed as 
Mexican nationalists, were working 
undercover to infiltrate groups of oth- 
er nationalists attempting to enter the 
country illegally. 


Lopez's agents had been speaking to 


two Mexicans through the small wood 
fence which separates the countries 


• when a Tijuana patrol car stopped 
nearby and both Mexicans were her- 
ded inside by the officers. 


LOPEZ AND HIS MEN, already on 


the American side, began to walk 
away until they were about 24 yards 
from the border. Then a Tijuana pa- 
trolman pointed his revolver at the 
men and told them if they didn't re- 
turn to the border he would kill them. 


Lopez and his men found cover be- 


hind several bushes, but both Tijuana 
policemen entered the United States 
by crawling under a washed out sec- 
tion of the fence and advanced on the 
San Diego officers. 


After the shooting, Tijuana Patrol- 


man Jesus Baptista Hernandez, 40, 
was taken along with the wounded 
San Diego man to Bay General Hospi- 
tal where the Mexican officer was 


charged with attempted murder and 
put under heavy guard. Chacon was 
treated and released. 


The other Tijuana officer escaped 


across the border by crawling back 
under the fence, but sources said he is 
in critical condition at a Mexican hos- 
pital with multiple gunshot wounds. 


The members of San Diego's border 


crimes task force has been trying to 
curb crimes among illegal aliens 
along the border since last Septem- 
ber. All task force members speak 
fluent Spanish and dress as Mexicans 
as they mingle with aliens at the bor- 
der. 


RECENTLY, 
TIJUANA 
Police 


Chief Antonio Escobedo Gomez dis- 


closed he has fired more than 320 po- 
lice officers for committing various 
crimes in the 18 months he has been 
in the post. More than 150 of those 
dismissals, he said, were for assault, 
robbery and extortion of Mexican 
aliens along the border. 


"The 
Tijuana 
police apparently 


thought our men were just aliens they 
could rob," a spokesman said. 


In February, a Mexican immigra- 


tion officer was shot and wounded 
when he tried to rob members of the 
border crimes task force. 


Bill Robinson, another spokesman 


for the San Diego police, Monday said 
Tijuana officers are not supposed to 
cross the border. 


Vandals arrested, family seeks answer to damage 


by TERRY HERSHEY 


Why? That is the question that 


sticks in the minds of Gerald and Ca- 
rol Schubring of Prospect Heights. 


Why did five youths break into their 


home and vandalize it, causing nearly 
$20,000 in damage? 


Until Sunday the question was ivho 


as well as why. But Sunday Cook 
County Sheriff's Police arrested five 
youths for vandalism and criminal 
trespass to property. 


The youths, who are between the 


ages of 10 and W, live in the same 
area. This apparently was their first 
offense. 


POLICE STILL ARE gathering in- 


formation about a sixth youth who al- 
legedly was on the premises but did 
not enter the house. 


Because they are minors, their 


names have not been released by the 
police. The youths have been released 
in the custody of their parents. 


Stilt, the question of motive remains. 
Was it because of a disagreement or 


animosity between the Schubrings' 16- 
year-old son and the vandals? Was it 
youthful mischief gone astray? Or 
was it a classic case of the house that 
looked empty? 


The final police reports, the final 


piecing together of the story, and the 
final questioning remain to be com- 
pleted. Police have not told the 
Schubrings who wrecked their home, 
nor are they likely to tell them. The 
family only can speculate about the 
reason for the vandalism. 


"I'm kind of happy they arrested 


them." Schubring said. "I'm glad 
they're caught," Mrs. Schubring said, 
adding "I'm angry about the whole 
incident but I don't have any vindic- 
tiveness." 


They quietly talk about the chaos 


that erupted July 2 when they and 
their four children returned from a 
vacation to find the house vandalized. 


FURNITURE WAS slashed, win- 


dows and mirrors broken, walls 
smashed, linens thrown on the floor 
and food from the refrigerator and 
freezer strewn about the house. Out- 
side, motor oil was poured over the 
Inside and outside of their car. 


In calm tones, they describe the 


damage as workmen finish repairing 
walls and painters cover the scratches 
and marks. 


One of their children continued 


sweeping up the wood shavings a 
w o r k m a n left behind while the 
Schubrings talked about the youths 
who broke Into their home. 


Was theire something that happened 


between one of the Schubring children 
and the youths charged with the van- 
dalism? 


"There's been some individual in- 


cidents in the neighborhood. Some 
tilings happened six or seven months 
ago, but nothing that could provoke 
this," Schubring said. "My 16-year-old 
son is easily intimidated. I stood up 
for him sometimes and sometimes I 
made him handle it on his own. When-. 
I'd stand up for him to the kids, 
they'd sometimes argue with me, but 
there were never any threats. 


"I don't know who did this, and 


since I don't know, I don't want to 
speculate any more on this," Schu- 
bring said. 


DET. T. R. SMITH of the sheriff's 


police said it might have been a clas- 
sic case of lax crime prevention mea- 
sures. 


Smith said the Schubring house 


looked as if its occupants were on va- 
cation. That may be why the youths 
chose to break into it rather than any 
other homes on the block, he said. 


"It could possibly be that it was just 


more convenient to break into their 
home," he said. "It was an example 
of what not to do when you go on va- 
cation." 


S m i t h began the original in- 


vestigation, but then turned the case 
over to the department's juvenile offi- 
cers. The officer who made the arrest 
Sunday, Lt. Leonard Keating, left 
town on vacation Monday. 


THE SCHUBRINGS hope those ar- 


rested are "justly punished." 


"I've heard that a lot of time they 


just get a slap on the wrist," Schu- 
bring said. 


Mrs. Schubring said she would like 


to see some kind of program to work 
off the cost of the damage; some kind 
of restitution. 


Legally, there is no prescribed pen- 


alty that could be given the youths. 
Juvenile punishment is strictly at the 
discretion of the judge, who could do 
anything from placing the juveniles 
on probation to sending them to a 
state training school. 


Prospect Heights has no law dealing 


with vandalism. A city council com- 
mittee is discussing an ordinance that 
would make parents liable for dam- 
age done by their children, but it 
would not affect this case. 


SCHUBRING SAID he wasn't sure 


what he might do about suing the par- 
ents of the children who committed 
the vandalism. 


He said that many of the bills for 


the wall repair, furniture and carpet 
replacement and cleaning are being 
paid by the insurance company. 


The Schubrings said they only want 


to know why the incident occurred. 
Mrs. Schubring said she also would 
like to know the names of the juve- 
niles although she doesn't want to talk 
with them or their parents. Schubring

agreed — he wants to know who and 
%vhy, but that's all. 


"I JUST FEEL so sorry for the par- 


ents. I would have such a total sense 
of shame to think that my kid could 
do something like that," she said. 


Many parents in the area reacted 


the same way, saying, "how could 
anyone do this?" 


The reaction was the same from 


across the country. Calls and cards 
came from as far away as California, 
Florida and Idaho. Many expressed 
sympathy for what happened; others 
told about their own experiences. 


Despite the chaos and the extent of 


the vandalism, very few items actual- 
ly were taken. A clock radio, two tape 
recorders and some gas powered 


models were taken, Mrs. Schubring 
said. 


BUT THE MARRED photo taken of 


their child who died three years ago is 
the Schubrings' greatest loss. 


The Schubrings hope to replace the 


one damaged by the vandals. On© stu- 
dio has offered to take the picture and 
touch it up and then make a new pho- 
tograph from it. 


An artist in Omaha has offered to 


make a charcoal drawing from the 
photo and another from Idaho offered 
to do an oil painting from it. 


In the meantime, the Schubrings 


will continue to clean and sort and 
pick up the pieces, all the time won- 
dering why? 


WHY VANDALS CHOSE the Schubring home for destruction still is a 
mystery. Final questioning of the five youths arrested soon may yield 
the answer.

Oil again flowing in Alaska pipeline 


WASHINGTON (UPI) — U.S. Interior Sec. Cecil An- 


drus Monday approved the reopening of the $7.7 billion 
Alaska pipeline, which had been closed since the ex- 
plosion of a pumping station July 8 which killed one 
worker. Minutes later oil began flowing. 


The pipeline opened June 20 and the first oil had been 


expected to reach the Southern Alaska Port of Valdez 
30 to 40 days later. Alyeska Pipeline Service Co. offi- 
cials now said it would take 10 to 12 days for the oil to 
flow from Pump Station No. 8 to Valdez. A source said 
a ship filled with North Slope oil could leave Valdez 
before the end of the month. 


Andrus said a report by a surveillance team found the 


explosion at the No. 8 station south of Fairbanks oc- 
curred because of human error and failure to follow 
established safety procedures — not mechanical or elec- 
trical malfunctions. 


THE INTERIOR Dept, in approving the reopening of 


the pipeline, initially said oil could start flowing Tues- 
day. It then corrected its report to say the flow could 
begin immediately, and Alyeska officials reported the 
line already was in use. 


Jack Turner, who heads the Interior Department's 


Alaska operations, said in a preliminary report that 


"based on our review of the physical plant, procedures, 
practices, and status of training during the period since 
the accident, we believe that it's safe to allow oil flow 
to resume." 


Andrus said in the announcement, "Established com- 


munications and safety procedures were not followed . . 
. If procedures had been followed, the'accident would 
not have happened. In other words human error ap- 
pears to be the cause of the accident." 


"Our Alaska pipeline office has bery firmly told the 


Alyeska Piepline Service Co. to take certain necessary 
steps," he said, and "the company has given us assur- 
ances that these steps will be taken — that its own 
operating plan and the government's stipulations will be 
followed both in letter and in spirit." 


"ACCIDENTS OF this kind cannot be allowed to hap- 


pen again," said Andrus. 


The 800-mile pipeline was closed when an explosion 


demolished the pump station about 30 miles south of 
Fairbanks. 


An Alyeska worker, Charles Lindsey, 39, was killed 


and five others injured in the explosion which was 
heard six miles away. 


The blast and fire did not damage the pipeline itself, 


however, said Alyeska officials.

Tight budget no cure for Harper9 


by REN A WISH COHEN 


It's the tighest budget in years, ac- 


cording to one Harper College vice 
president. 


But the $15.8 million operating 


budget approved by the Harper Col- 
lege Board of Trustees is also the 
most unbalanced budget in the three 
years that the college's expenditures 
have outstripped its revenues. 


The 1977-78 budget represents a 


minimal 7.1 per cent increase more 
than the one adopted last year. But 
inflation, lagging state aid and a 
steady decline in income from stu- 
dents who reside outside the Harper 
district will force the college to spend 
about $1,3 million of its dwindling

Munson admitted the budget was 
"fairly lean in some areas" but 
stressed it vill cover the costs of 
growth next year. 


Mrs. Munson attributed the school's 


financial problems primarily to foot 
dragging by the state. She said' the 
state assistance has risen only 12.5 
per cent in the past three years, while 
inflation has mushroomed 27 per cent 
in the same period. 


She also cited a 2.1 per cent drop 'in 


state aid in the 1975-7S school year, 
when Harper expected a state subsidy 
of $21.70 per semester hour but re- 
ceived only $17.61, as the genesis of 
the problem. 


In Che coming year, Harper expects 


to gel $20.78 per hour in state aid, but 
projects a $1.2 million deficit in its $11 
million educational fund; a $93,480 
deficit in its $2.6 million building 
fund; and a slight deficit in its $2.2 
million auxiliary services budget, 
which includes such costs as the con- 
tinuing education division, the book- 
store and food services. 


IN ADDITION TO the state aid 


problem, the reasons for the bleak fi- 
nancial picture include: 


• A continuing drop in out-of-dis- 


tricL students and the extra income 
they generate. In 1970, "charge-back" 
differences between in-district and 
out-of-district tuition accounted for 
more than 14 per cent of Harper's 
educational fund revenue. Next year, 
that figure will drop to 3.6 per cent. 


Harper Vice President William J. 
Mann predicts that the pending an- 
nexation of three North Shore high 
school districts by Oakton Community 
College, Harper will receive even less 
than the $393,000 it has budgeted for 
charge-back income. 


• A tax rate which Mann characte- 


rized as "too low." Next year, for ex- 
ample, the 11 cents per $100 of equal- 
ized assessed valuation that Harper 
has levied for its educational fund 
since the college opened will compose 
only 24.4 per cent of the revenue in 
that fund, with 32.3 per cent coming 
from tuition and 40.7 per cent from 
state aid. 


Harper's total tax levy next year 


will be 22 cents per $100 of assessed 
valuation. A planned 1978 tax referen- 
dum may ask for a 5.5-cent increase 
in that rate. 


• '"Inflation, utilities, insurance and 


everything that's affecting everyone 
else" are other culprits, Mann said. 
Consequently, the budget includes in- 
creases of 3 per cent for salaries, 1.5 
per cent for insurance and .7 per cent 
for utilities, and 1 per cent for new 
programs. 


In developing the 1977-78 budget, the 


Harper board denounced the deficit 
and called for a balanced budget in the 
future. But they turned down an op- 
portunity to bolster the school's cof- 


fers by $216,000 next year in May 
when the trustees narrowly defeated a 
$l-per-hour tuition increase proposed 
for the fall. 


The board resisted the tuition in- 


crease because Harper's tuition was 
just increased last year and, at S15 
per credit hour, already ranks third 
highest among community colleges in 
Illinois. 


Instead of raising tuition, the board 


sliced about $200,000 from the original 
budget and made tentative com- 
mitments to a tuition increase and tax 
increase referendum for the fall of 
1978. 


The decision not to raise tuition this 


year drew fire from Harper Pres. 
Robert E. Lahti and former Harper 
board member Richard L. Johnson, 
who believe the college's financial 
cushion is dangerously low and warn 
of fiscal disaster if the planned refer- 
endum is defeated. 


That position was reiterated 
last 


week by trustee Robert Moats, who 
voted against the budget because he 
said it did not address the problem of 
diminishing cash reserves. 


Trustees Natalie Weber and David 


Tomchek did not vote against the 
budget but repeated earlier demands 
for information about travel and 
meeting expenses and other items 
they questioned in the budget.

Wood School closing nixed 3-3

A move to immediately close Wood 


School, 235 K. Elk Grove Blvd., Elk 
Grove Village Monday night was de- 
feated by the Elk Grove Township 
Dist. 59 Board of Education. 


Six weeks before the school year is 


to begin, board member Richard 
Stamm called for immediate closing 
of Wood and the transfer of students 
and teachers to Clearmont School, 380 
Clearmont Dr., Elk Grove Village. 


The motion failed, however, ID a 3-3 


tie vote. Stamm, Board Pres. Harold 
Harvey, and Paul Kucharski, voted 
for the school closing. Voting against 
the closing were Sharon Chavoen, 
Emil Bahnmoier and Judith Zanca. 
Barbara Somogyi was absent. 


Stamm's suggestion to close Wood 


School modified his earlier plan to 


shut down three, schools by Septem- 
ber. Two weeks ago Stamm urged the 
board to close Wood, Hopkins school 
in Elk Grove Village, and High Ridge 
Knolls in Des Plaines to offset declin- 
ing enrollment in the district. 


THE SWIFT CLOSING of Wood was 


recommended, Stamm said, because 
it is "the easiest one to close." With 
206 students it has the fewest number 
of children to move, and the students 
could be absorbed 
by 
Clearmont 


School, he said. The Elk Grove Park 
District also has expressed interest in 
purchasing Wood if the board decides 
to sell it, Stamm said. 


Stamm said he wants a school shut 


by September because a school clos- 
ing in Dist. 53 "is way, way overdue." 
Since February, Dist. 59 adminis- 


trators have predicted that the dis- 
trict will lose about 38 per cent of its 
almost 10,000 students by 1986-87. 


Stamm's proposal met stiff opposi- 


tion from administrators and many of 
the 10 spectators at Monday's meeting 
as well as from Bahnmaier and Mrs. 
Zanca. 


SUPT. ROGER Bardwell warned that 
the harm and "rushing into this land 
of decision" would outweigh the ap- 
proximately 850,000 savings in an im- 
mediate school clcosing. 


Bardwell said there are many areas 


to be studied in deciding how, when 
and where to close a school and the 
board would risk community alien- 
ation by a hasty decision. 


"Six weeks is really not very fair to 


anybody," Bahnmaier said. Mrs. Cha- 


voen said she also objected to Wood's 
closing because of the short time span 
involved. 


Mrs. Zanca said a quick decision to 


close Wood would preempt any future 
action of a citizens committee ap- 
pointed last month to study school 
closings. The panel's report is due by 
January. 


"We're not giving the committee a 


fair shake to begin with by closing a 
school," she said. 


Mrs. Zanca said she also believes 


six weeks is not adequate preparation 
for parents and students if a school is 
to be closed. 


"Schools are involved with kids and 


this isn't the way you treat little 
people," she said.

Police praise aid from CB unit 


Four teen-agers trying to break into 


a car on a dark Arlington Heights 
street several months ago were sur- 
prised when police suddenly appeared 
on the scene.

U.S. gives Soviet 
spy life in prison 


Andrew Dalton Lee, convicted of selling top secret CIA docu- 


ments to the Soviet Union, was sentenced Monday to life imprison- 
ment by U.S. District Court Judge Robert Kelleher. Lee, 25, could 
have received a death sentence for espionage but the Justice De- 
partment did not press for capital punishment in the case. Lee, 
along with accomplice Christopher John Boyce, 24, were the first 
spies for the Soviet Union to be convicted in recent years in a 
major American trial. Lee and Boyce were found guilty oC turning 
over to the Soviet Embassy in Mexico City microfilms of CIA 
documents which Boyce had stolen from TRW Industries Inc., one 
of the major electronics manufacturers in the United States. 


Wisconsin employes end strike 


A 15-day strike by Wisconsin state employes ended Monday with 


a tentative agreement on a new two-year contract. Both sides said 
the settlement gave them a measure of success. State officials 
said they were pleased that the settlement came within the frame- 
work of a no-tax increase budget. Officials of the 24,000-member 
Wisconsin State Employes Union, which represents clerks, blue 
collar workers, prison guards, social workers and the state patrol, 
said the strike proved the union was a force to be reckoned with 
and brought financial rewards to its members. 


The phaseout of National Guard troops called to maintain order 


at institutions throughout Wisconsin began immediately. Brig. 
Gen. Hugh Simonson said it would be gradual and would be de- 
layed until Wednesday at Waupun State Prison, where guardsmen 
had replaced striking guards. 


Final arguments in Muslim case 


The prosecution asked the jury Monday to convict Hanafi Mus- 


lim leader Hamaas Abdul Khaah's and his it followers for murder 
and kidnaping to show that "terrorism will not be tolerated in 
America." On the other side, Khaaiis' attorney, Harry T. Alexan- 
der, likened his client to Biblical figures such as Job and Abra- 
ham, and heroes of chivalry such as Sir Galahad and Sir Walter 
Raleigh. Alexander's effort to interject the name of Jesus Christ 
was blocked by government objection. 


Assistant U.S. Attorney Martin Linsky initiated final arguments 


at the prolonged trial by asking that the verdict demonstrate "not 
only to the defendants but to everybody in this courtroom, in this 
city, this country and the world, that terrorism will not be toler- 
ated in America." Judge Nicholas S. Nunzio allotted 12 hours of 
argument to the defense and six hours to the government before 
the jury begins deliberating the charges against the 12 Hanafis 
arising from the March 9-11 seizure of 149 hostages in three Wash- 
ington buildings. 


Linsky used 40 minutes to argue that evidence showed the 12 


defendants conspired together and took over B'nai B'rith head- 
quarters, the District Building and the Islamic Center with "mili- 
tary precision." Alexander took only 35 minutes to submit his 
argument although the court-appointed attorneys for the other de- 
fendants had all expressed willingness to cede him unused portions 
of their time.

Spanish extremists are 'quacks' 


Young left-wing extremists carrying pistols took over a Madrid 


transmitter Monday and tried to broadcast a revolutionary mes- 
sage that quacked over the radio at the wrong speed. Frustrated, 
they planted 20 pounds of explosives and fled. The attack came on 
the 4lst anniversary of the nationalist uprising that began the 
Spanish civil war, spelled the end of the Spanish republic and 
eventually established the 36-year Francisco Franco dictatorship. 
The police bomb squad deactivated 59 cartridges of explosives 
linked to a sophisticated timing device. The guerrillas recorded 
their message at the wrong tape speed. "It sounded like Donald 
Duck talking," said the technician who was forced to play the 
tape.

Electric bills up, hens drop in heat 


Consumers will have to shell out 


more money for living expenses, 
thanks to the scorching summer 
weather. 


Hot weather is blamed for most oE 


the increase in average residential 
electric bills compared to 1976 costs, 
according to Bernadette Savard of 
Commonwealth Edison Co., Chicago. 


Residential customers' bills sent out 


July 1-12 for the previous 60 days 
amount to an average $54, for service 
outside Chicago. This compares to 545 
in 1976, Ms. Savard said. 


Warmer weather which boosts use 


of air conditioning, has increased ser- 
vice costs 18.5 per cent during the 
past year, Ms. Savard said. Electric 
service rates remained stable, al- 
though the utility's fuel adjustment 
rate increased slightly during the past 
year. 


CHICAGO CUSTOMERS' residential 


electric bills rose to an average $33 
compared to $29 a year ago for the 60- 
day billing period ending July 1-12, 
Ms. Savard said. 


Cooling degree days, a measure of 


increased 
temperatures, 
increased 


from 265 a year ago to the 540 mark 
in the recent 60-day billing period, 
Ms. Savard said. Cooling degree days 
are calculated by adding the max- 
imum and minimum temperatures on 
a given day, dividing by two, and sub- 
tracting 65. 


Commonwealth Edison serves about 


2.8 million customers in Northern Illi- 
nois, including 2.6 million' residential 
customers. 


The heat wave also has affected 


poultry producers, as an increasing 
percentage of chickens die during ex- 
tremely hot weather. The chicken 
death rate has boosted the wholesale 
prices for broiling chickens during the 
past two weeks, according to Frank 
Wollney, marketing director for Allied 
Mills, Chicago. 


"WE'RE INVOLVED in broiler pro- 


duction, about 5.5 million pounds a 
week for the Midwest area under the 
Wayne Farms label," Wollney said. 
"We've had some death loss due to 
the severely hot weather." More birds 
die in transit to processing plants, he 
said. 


"Totally, the death loss might have 


been a half to 1 per cent higher than 
it normally would be. This is substan- 
tial when you add it up over that 
many pounds," WolLney said. 


He said birds coming to.market are 


lighter in weight than normal, be- 
cause they- eat less during warm 
w e a t h e r periods. The company's 
growers and processing plants are in 
Arkansas, Mississippi, Alabama and 
Georgia. 


Wholesale prices for chicken are 


about 45 cents a pound this week, 
down a penny from last week's prices, 


Wollney said. A few weeks earlier, 
prices were in the 41 to 42 cents a 
pound bracket at the wholesale level. 


Supermarket shoppers may notice 


an increase in the supplies of medium 
and small eggs as a result of the hot 
weather, said Mike Hatt of the Jewel 
Food stores chain, Melrose Park. 


Hatt said fewer large-size eggs are 


produced when the weather turns ex- 
tremely warm. The increased poultry 
deaths problem caused by the heat 
wave should not have an immediate 
effect on consumer prices, Hatt said. 


Encephalitis 
evidence found 
in Cook County 
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SPRINGFIELD - State health offi- 


cials have found evidence of the po- 
tentially fatal St. Louis encephalitis 
disease much earlier than normal in 
Cook County, touching off new con- 
cerns the disease might afflict resi- 
dents for the third straight year. 


Dr. Paul Q. Petersen, director .of 


the Illinois Dept. of Public Health, 
said 
encephalitis antibodies 
were 


found in blood samples from birds 
during the last week of June in Cook 
County and several Downstate areas. 
The virus already has been isolated" in 
mosquitos near Obey, about 250 miles 
south of Chicago. 


A spokesman for the public health 


department said the findings represent 
a "much earlier than normal" detec- 
tion of the disease in Northern Illi- 
nois. 
'SO FAR THE DISEASE 
—which 


was blamed' for 47 deaths in Illinois in 
1975 —has not been detected in hu- 
mans. However, the normal feeding 
pattern of the Culex mosquito, which 
carries the disease, usually finds mos- 
quitos feeding on birds until the end of 
July, then switching to humans. 


Dr. John B. Hall, director of the 


Cook County public health depart- 
ment, said Monday the'isolation of en- 
cephalitis antibodies is not a cause for 
immediate alarm. 


"At tliis point, we don't think the 


numbers are significant," said Dr. 
Hall. There have been no confirmed 
or suspected cases of encephalitis in 
Cook County so far this summer, he 
said. 


This is only the second year that the 


state has been systematically check- 
ing birds for encephalitis so there is 
no sure way to know whether the ap- 
pearance of the virus is at all unusu- 
al, Dr. Hall said. 


Nearly half of the 600 cases of en- 


cephalitis reported statewide in 1975 
were located in Cook County. There 
were 19 reported cases and no deaths 
in Illinois last year. ' 


THE DISEASED blood samples 


were reportedly taken from brids in 
the southwest portion of Cook County, 
according to Mary Huck, a spokes- 


man for the public health department. 


She said the department has formed 


an early warning team in an effort to 
avoid a problem. 


According to Dr. Gary Clark, the 


head of the unit, evidence of the dis- 
ease has already been reported in 
Tennessee ajid Kentucky. The Nation- 
al Center for Disease Control also re- 
ports the year's first 
encephalitis 


death was recorded in Texas June 10, 
the earliest onset of the disease ever 
documented. 


State health officials indicated the 


early evidence of encephalitis in the 
northern part of the state could in- 
dicate more of a problem than earlier 
years, .but said it was too early to 
make any definite predictions. 


Both Peterson and Clark urged vig- 


orous public and private mosquito 
abatement programs throughout the 
state.. 


Clark said that every effort should 


be made to eliminate any small pools 
of standing water which tend to be 
mosquito breeding areas. 


Health officials explained that the 


symptoms of the disease are usually 
felt between 10 and 14 days after 
being bitten. The symptoms include 
severe headache, high fever and 
muscle aches. Additional symptoms 
include muscle stiffness 
and dis- 


tortion.

Taxes bite hard 
at homeowners 


It would be easy to recruit an 


all-volunteer army for a tax- 
payers' revolt in Wheeling and 
Palatine townships today. 


The anger is the result of 


property tax bills sent out last 
week reflecting the quadrennial 
reassessment 
of property in 


those two townships and increas- 
es in property tax rates. In 
many instances, the bills arc up 
30. 50 or even 100 per cent over 
last year. 


These tax bills are the dark 


side of the continually rising 
property values in the North- 
west suburbs. Those values are 
normally a source of great com- 
fort to homeowners. 


Now, however, new county as- 


sessment procedures mean the 
rising values are going to result 
in rising tax bills. That is fair 
and reasonable but of little com- 
fort to a senior citizen who has 
to find the money to pay taxes 
on property he or she does not 
want to sell at any price. 


In 1972-73 for the first time, 


Cook County adopted a uniform 
property tax assessment proce-

dure in which homes would be 
assessed at 22 per cent of mar- 
ket value. Last fall, after pre- 
liminary 
figures 
gave some 


warning about how large some 
increases would be, the assess- 
ment figure was lowered to 17 
per cent of market value. 


Under 
the 
old , procedure, 


which did not" involve market 
value, many older homes w.ere 
drastically underassessed. The 
new system has meant that 
property assessments are catch- 
ing up with inflation in home 
prices. The huge assessment 
jumps are a result of that catch- 
up. 


Adding to the pain in many 


communities are increased local 
tax rates. In Arlington Heights 
Elementary Dist. 25, for ex- 
ample, voters approved an 18 
per cent tax rate increase, just 
now reflected on the bill. 


The fact that the new assess- 


ment procedure is fairer than 
the old one and that local 
schools needed the additional 
funds their higher tax rate will 
bring does not help the average 
homeowner. 


The increased taxes will in- 


stead result in increased tax- 
payer demands that waste in 
government be curtailed. Such 
demands are reasonable and 
must be heeded by wise public 
officials. 


At the same time, ways must 


be found to try to relieve some 
of the burden of supporting local 
government 
from 
the 
home- 


owner. There is a limit to how 
high property taxes can go. In 
Wheeling and Palatine 
town- 


ships, that limit is fast ap- 
proaching. 


Water rates must change 


Water conservation has be- 


come a popular theme this sum- 
mer with local water levels 
dropping 
and 
the 
plight of 


drought-plagued Californians in 
the headlines. 


Palatine, like other area mu- 


nicipalities, has taken several 
steps in recent months to pro- 
mote the idea of water con- 
servation. 


The village has adopted a 


strict new sprinkling ordinance, 
public works crews are using 
creek water instead of drinking 
water for their work, ordinances 
banning additional war washes 
and requiring all new construc- 
tion to include water saving de- 
vices are being drafted and pub- 
lic awareness programs about 
water conservation have been 
held. 


Yet. Palatine continues to op- 


erate under an archaic water 
rate structure adopted in 1971 in 


which rates decrease as Hie 
amount of water used increases. 


This is self-defeating. Since 


the pocketbook speaks louder 
than words, it only makes sense 
to penalize high water users by 
charging them higher rates. 


The water rate is currently un- 


der administrative review. We 
urge the village board to change 
to a system that would increase 
the cost of water for high users. 


Six of the seven current mem- 


bers of the village board pledged 
during the last election cam- 
paign not to change the walec 
rate structure. However, keep- 
ing that pledge in the short run 
will result in serious problems 
for Palatine in the future. 


Providing price breaks for 


those who use lots of water is 
irresponsible. Palatine officials 
should realize thai and act 
quickly.

A fella can always tell when the 


news has got too quiet: The Klan, the 
anti-Klan, the Nazis and the Jewish 
Defense League show up. There was a 
picture of one of those outfits in the 
other day's paper, complete with hel- 
mets, grim expressions, military for- 
mation, and all ranks looking as 
though they were about to break into 
a spontaneous goosestep. I 
forget 


which group it was; they all tend to 
look alike. 


The proper and allowable riposte to 


the Ku Klux Klan is not a right to the 
jaw or a Jaguar through the review- 
ing stand. That is to adopt the delu- 
sion of the Klan and to promote, if by 
a disguised route, the very kind of 
lawless, violence-filled 
society that 


the Klan itself espouses. A mob that 
can shut up the Ku Klux is no differ- 
ent in any important respect from one 
that can shut up anybody else. 


The proper response to the Ku Klux 


Klan in a free and lawful society lies 
in those things that the Klan truly op- 
poses — in reason, free speech, the 
law, and in faith in those tilings. It is 
the old Jeffersonian faith that "error 
o£ opinion may be tolerated where 
reason is free to combat it." It is faith 
in the society envisioned by the Bill of 
Rights. That society is not one in 
which whoever has the biggest fist 
gets the biggest say, or the right to 
deny others their say, however de- 
luded. To promote that kind of society 
would indeed be the triumph of the Ku 
Klux Klan, by whatever name. 


THE NATIONAL OBSERVER, Dow 


Jones and Company's bid for the 
readership of suburban 
Everyman, 


has proved mortal. It was appropriate 
that the statements reported on its de- 
mise should have little to do with any 
principle or tradition but be couched 
solely in dollars and cents. 


The Observer did not seem to have 


any distinct editorial contribution in 
mind except to pander to middle-clais 
prejudices in a way that would make 
them seem respectable, even thought- 
ful and imaginative. 


As Archie once told Mehitafoel (or 


was it Mehitabel who told Archie?) — 
If you make people think they're 
thinking, they'll love you. But if you 
really make them think, they'll hate 
you. That was apparently the premise 
upon which the National Observer's 
profitability was to be based and its 
failure will disappoint cynics every- 
where. H. L. Mencken, with his cau- 
tionary words about nobody ever go- 
ing broke underestimating the taste of 
the American public, has been dis- 
proved again. 


The National Observer was good, 


even artful, at what it did. But it 
wasn't worth doing. Another empty, 
pretentious experiment in American 
journalism is gone. But there's still 
the Christian Science Monitor. 


THE LATEST ILLUSTRATION ot 


how all those mutual toasts and all 
that not so mutual aid have softened 
up the Soviet system comes in the 
form of a news item from Moscow: 
The American amabassador there 
was not allowed to make his now 
traditional Fourth of July appearance 
on Russian television 
because he 


wanted to utter the following in- 
flammatory words: 


•' . . . we recognize, more than 


those who watch us from afar, that 
we are not perfect. We recognize as 
well that a man cannot live up to Ms 
ideals however if he ignores them. 
Americans will continue to state pub- 
licly their belief in human rights and 
their hope that violations of these, 
wherever they may occur, will end." 


That's all. There was not even a ref- 


erence to slave labor camps, kang- 
aroo courts, secret police and so on. 
But of course one can scarcely men- 
tion human rights in Russia and re- 
main innocuous. Whether czar or 
commissar is in power. Though occa- 
sionally a czar would adopt a more 
lenient policy and now and then a Ni- 
kita Khrushchev announces a thaw 
fore tilings freeze over again. 


The American -ambassador, Mal- 


colm Toon, refused to be censored 
and so he did not address the Russian 
audience — a decision appropriate in 
connection with Independence Day. 


One can't help wondering 
what 


would have happened to Ambassador 
Toon if he had dared say something 
really wild, like "We hold these truths 
to be self-evident, that all men are 
created equal, that they are endowed 
by their Creator with certain unalie- 
nable rights..."

Nader no longer speaker 
for all consumers: pollster 


Almost from the day Ralph Nader 


popularized 
consumer advocacy a 


decade ago, the activism has been 
condemned by corporate captains. 
Nosv, however, such criticism is 
spreading. Consumers themselves are 
questioning the worth and the goals of 
the consumer protection movement. 


Some of the worry is related to the 


sheer power the activists have ac- 
quired. Nader alone is responsible for 
many new federal laws, from auto 
safety to the Wholesale Meat Act. Of- 
ten the laws — such as the regulation 
requiring seat belts — have been un- 
popular with and costly for the very 
people they were designed to assist. 


Also, there is criticism of the single 


mindedness of consumer advocates. 
When citizen groups lobbied for unit 
pricing labels on supermarket goods a 
few years ago, they were shown clear- 
ly that the labeling would be so con- 
fusing as to be worthless. They insist- 
ed anyway. Today unit price labels 
are understood by practically no one. 


BUT THE CHIEF rap against the 


Nader-type forces is that they are ar- 
rogant to assume that they speak for 
the "public interest." What is the pub- 
lic interest? Who realJy speaks for the 
consumer, black, white, young, old, 
rich, poor? The emerging idea is that 
only the consumer speaks for the con- 
sumer, and In a legion of voices. 


Championing this idea is psy- 


chologist Joe Smith, 47. He is prcsi- 
lent of Oxtoby-Smith, Inc., consumer 
survey specialists since Ralph Nader 
was a pup. Smith's pollsters have tap- 
ped the public mind on attitudes rang- 
ing from offshore oil to the frustra- 
tions of air travel "and I've learned 
one thing: the public usually arives at 
sound decisions." 


At times, the consumer decisions 


may parallel the thoughts of con- 
sumer activists. When TWA worried 
about slow air business a few years 
sgo, its officers considered installing 
new frills to lure passengers; after 
surveying passengers, however, Smith 
found that ordinary on-board luggage 
service — a Noderite solution — was 
lar more necessary. 


OTHER TIMES the consumer sur- 


veys are at loggerheads with activist 
philosophy. Smith tells of an extensive 
Dpinion sampling that indicates East 
Coast residents favor offshore oil ex- 
ploration. Smith says those polled 
have many arguments with the oil in- 
dustry, especially as regards gouging, 
but 70 per cent vote for offshore drlll- 
Jig anyway. 


This positive offshore oil attitude is, 


sf course, precisely opposite to what 
:onsumer advocates believe is the 
sase. Smith says this is because tho 
advocates are either misinformed, or 
fudging. More likely, it is the former. 
Smith says many advocates spend too 
much of their own time looking at 
their own belly buttons. 


"1 don't want to knock Ralph Na- 


der, or people like him. I think they 
have done great things. But they 
sometimes fall victim to the same 
kind of irrationality they condemn in 
the business world. They replace rea- 
son with passion. And since they are 
all tuned in to the same antenna, they

feel they are right irrespective of the 
facts." 


SMITH ADDS THAT it's not that 


Naderites are malicious or insincere, 
but that they are too often wrong. Be- 
sides this, Smith says they have be- 
come burdened with vested interests. 
For example, it would have been wise 
for advocates to admit the mistake of 
unit pricing labels, "but they felt their 
credibility was riding on the issue." 


Given a stubborn industrial position, 


then, and an equally stubborn one by 
monopolistic 
consumer advocates, 


Smith says everybody loses. He be- 
lieves this kind of adversary system 
produces little else save lies, in- 
timidation and eventually chaos. The 
notion of consumer protection is lost 
in the fight over power and influence. 


According to Smith, the better way 


would be for both sides to go to the 
merss directly. Through poll and 
consumers directly. Through polls and 


surveys, Smith insists people are per- 
fectly capable of weighing problems 
and determining solutions. Indeed, he 
says, having become suspicious of 
c o n s u m e r advocates, many con- 
sumers want more and more to speak 
for themselves. 


FOR THEIR PART, the consumer 


activists have their own suspicions 
about attitude surveys. Smith is regu- 
larly accused of being merely a hired 
gun. Regarding the offshore oil poll, 
for one thing the Nader forces sneer 
that it was paid for by the American 
Petroleum Institute, so it could be ex- 
pected to be favorable to the industry. 


Does Smith manipulate his polls? 


He swears not. "The best way I can 
serve an employer is to tell him ex- 
actly what the consumers are think- 
ing; otherwise, in the long run I've 
screwed him." What's more, Smith 
adds, polling is competitive, "so if my 
results are far out of line with other 
results, my business is dead." 


But Smith says the best check on 


survey honestly is for both sides to 
survey. Done legitimately, by repu- 
table pollsters, the results may very 
well devastate one side or the other; 
but Smith believes that the consumer, 
the chap on the bottom line of all the 
squabbling, will in the over-all be bet- 
ter served and protected.

Moscow is upset over the latest 


news from Washington about weap- 
ons. The Carter administration gives 
every evidence of intending to go 
ahead into a whole new generation of 
weapons which the Soviets could not 
at present duplicate and might not be 
able to duplicate for a long time. 


Moreover it is moving into the de- 


velopment of the new weapons with- 
out anguish. It did not call up Moscow 
first and say, "Would you like to talk 
before we go ahead?" It did not get 
into any great public debate about 
whether the United States should take 
a long step into the future of weapons 
technology. 


Just as a matter of routine Presi- 


dent Carter has ordered development 
and prospective deployment of cruise 
missiles, has authorized continued de- 
velopment work on the neutron bomb, 
and is apparently headed toward a de- 
cision to explore the best method of 
taking America's ICBMs out of their 
fixed silos where they are becoming 
increasingly vulnerable and making 
their successors mobile. The code 
word for this is the MX. 


THIS IS SCIENCE fiction stuff. The 


neutron bomb does its worst damage 
in a narrow radius. It would be a pow- 
erful weapon against large tank for- 
mations with minimum damage to 
surrounding cities and civilian popu- 
lations. The cruise missile is a drone 
which can find its own way up and 
down valleys and on to its ultimate 
target without human help. 


The MX — well, it could take vari- 


ous forms. No one has decided which 
would be the best. But in any form it 
would make Moscow's super-big mis- 
siles obsolete. The theory of the big 
missile, at which Moscow excels, is 
that its extra heavy punch could 
knock out American fixed 
missiles 


without actually hitting them. But to 
be effective it must have a fixed tar- 
get at which to aim. 


America's present Minuteman mis- 


siles in their underground silos are 
fixed. The location of each one is 
known and charted. Moscow probably 
has a missile of its own aimed at each 
one of those silos. But if those mis- 
siles in their silos are replaced by oth- 
ers which can be trundled about from 
place to place at will, any time of day 
or night — the big Soviet missiles are 
out of business, a waste of time and 
money. 


THE THREE NEW American weap- 


ons together would shift the strategic 
balance enormously to American ad- 
vantage. The neutron bomb would 
greatly reduce the effectiveness either 
in diplomacy or war of those 11,000 
Soviet tanks we have been hearing so 
much about in Eastern Europe aimed 
at West Germany. The MX would 
make obsolete those big Soviet mis- 
siles. One of them, the Soviet SS-15, 
has an estimated warhead yield of up 
to 25 megatons. The American Min- 
uteman II has a comparable yield of 2 
megatons. There is no point of toss- 
ing a 25-magaton missile at random. 
Without a fixed target it is meaning- 
less. 


The cruise missile is merely the 


most sophisticated weapon available 
today. It exists already, in ex- 
perimental form. Carter has ordered 


regular production and deployment. 
The Soviets have nothing comparable 
in technical quality. 


The Soviet news agency Tass claims 


that these new American weapons 
would violate the Vladivostok agree- 
ment. According to Tass the essential 
feature of that agreement was "un- 
diminished security 
of sides" — 


meaning that neither the U.S. nor the 
U.S.S.R. would attempt to deprive the 
other of "assured deterrence." 


IT IS INTERESTING to hear the 


Soviets begin to worry about their 
own "undeminished security." The 
big Soviet arms buildup of the late 
'60s and early '70s made a number of 
American and West European experts 
wonder whether Moscow was aiming 
at just that — a decisive advantage 
which would deprive the United States 
of its "security." 


The Soviet tank concentration 


aimed at the North German plain, the 
super-big 
ICBMs,' the steady ex- 


pansion of Soviet sea power, and a 
c o n t i n u e d civil defense program 
caused the alarm bells to ring not 
only in Washington but also in Lon- 
don, Paris, Bonn, and other Western 
capitals. 


Now the shoe is on the other foot. 


Carter has chosen for development 
those very new weapons which would 
outflank the main features of present 
Soviet strength. And this happens at a 
time when the Soviet economy is al- 


Liberals lead the trend 
Foreign policy changes 
causing 'isolationism'

What has not been widely noted is 


that there is every reason for Con- 
gress to be supportive of the Presi- 
dent in his emphasis, globally, on hu- 
man rights: it was there before Car- 
ter on this issue. 


During the Ford years, Congress 


adopted some amendments to foreign- 
aid legislation which set new stan- 
dards of human rights as a criteria 
for aid and also established an office 
of coordinator for human rights in the 
State Dept. 


This thrust from Congress was, 


however, shaped in large part by the 
feeling that tho United States must 
carefully guard its giving of aid 
abroad lest such grants be the begin- 
ning of commitments that would lead 
the U n i t e d States toward in- 
volvements like Vietnam. 


LIBERALS WHO SAW this danger 


joined those conservatives who had al- 
ways been opposed to foreign aid in 
setting up new aid criteria and in gen- 
erally curtailing the amounts being 
provided. 


Since the latter days of the Vietnam 


war, there have bee;: clear signs 
around the United States thai & "new 
isolationism" was emerging, led by 
the "doves" who now resisted many 


U.S. commitments abroad and, on 
many issues, joined by the "hawks" 
who had opposed such commitments 
through the years. 


It is odd — but political leaders, 


particularly those of the liberal fla- 
vor, consistently deny that there is an 
e m e r g e n c e of such isolationism 
among the electorate or that they are 
being influenced by such a mood. 


Doubtless it is simply that "isola- 


tionism," as practiced between World 
Wars I and II, is a bad word to liber- 
als. They opposed the oldtime isola- 
tionists, who fought free trade, the 
Marshall Plan, and, on a broader, 
basic issue, aven the entry of the 
United States into the European war. 


BUT THE MOOD of America today 


is indeed isolationist, or relatively so. 
A reporter traveling through the Mid- 
west recently, conversing with all 
manner of people, liberals as well as 
conservatives, was' struck by talk cer- 
tainly supporting the thesis that 
Americans today are very self-eng- 
rossed. Generally speaking, they want 
the government to pull back from too 
much involvement in global events. 


True, the people want peace. But 


there is very little evidence that 
people today see the United States as 
the world's leader — or want the U.S. 


to play that role any more. 


Oh, yes, there are those who want 


the U.S. to support Israel, even with 
arms. But that is an exception from 
the over-all mood. And it must also be 
said that many Americans are fearful 
that the U.S. commitment to Israel, 
particularly the provision of arms, 
might lead the U.S. into an unwanted 
war — and one that could very well, 
be as unpopular in this country as 
Vietnam. 


,The emphasis on human rights 


draws backing from liberals who like 
the idea of supporting persecuted 
minorities abroad and from con- 
servatives who like to see the U.S. 
speak up to the communists. 


But behind this widespread sympa- 


thy for the human rights issue lies no 
public commitment to impose human 
rights on any other nation or, for that 
matter, to back up the U.S. position in 
any way beyond words. 


A "new isolationism" is, indeed, at 


work in America. Or perhaps it might 
be called a more cautious approach to 
having the United States dip its feet in 
troubled waters abroad. But' it is 
there. And both the President and 
Congress are responding to it.

MOSCOW, IT SEEMS to me, Is 


about to pay a high price for having 
been slow to do arms reduction busi- 
ness with Henry Kissinger while Kis- 
singer was running American foreign 
policy. Kissinger worked hard at 
trying to persuade them to get along . 
with SALT II and with mutual arms 
reductions in Europe. They stalled on 
the latter and never agreed to terms 
on the former which would have been 
acceptable on Capitol Hill. 


Now there is a new President in the 


White House who seems to see no rea- 
son for not going right on ahead into 
the next generation of weapons which 
are well beyond the immediate techni- 
cal competence of Soviet industry. It 
is Moscow's turn to worry about 
American intentions. Kremlin anxiety 
is visible. 


Which is as far as the story goes 


today.

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Snake 
into 
reputation

They like to sun themselves and are 


described as docile, but even a se- 
dentary serpent, such as the python 
experiences simple nervous tension 
from time to time. 


So, when a group of youngsters ap- 


proached a python on display at the 
Elk Grove Village Public Library 
July 6, the snake lurched. 


"Apparently the snake became ner- 


vous and attempted to escape," said 
Ron Humbert, a snake handler at the 
scene. 


HUMBERT AND others are not 


sure exactly what happened after 
that, but 9-year-old Jimmy Loveall 
ended up with a supposed snake bite 


on his'head. 


The boy's father, Phil Loveall, 1356 


Wasdale, Elk Grove Village, said,doc- 
tors who treated the boy at Alexian 
Medical Center' said he was bitten, 
Loveall says he is sure the three 
puncture wounds near his son's left 
eye were caused by the snake's teeth. 


The source of the injury is confused 


somewhat because the boy apparently 
bumped his head against a wall after 
the snake bit him. He has recovered. 


THE EXPERIENCE WAS unfortu- 


nate for the snake and its reputation 
as well as for the child, 


The animal, a 10- to 12-foot python, 


was being displayed by the Chicago 
Herpetological Society, an organiza- 


tion that attempts to educate, the pub- 
lic about reptiles and amphibians. 


Humbert, who'is vice president of 


the.society, said Ms group tries to let 
people, know that snakes are not the 
worst creatures in the world. 


"They are a badly misunderstood 


family of animals and most people 
think they are something to be 
killed," Humbert said. 


Humbert said he feared the incident 


could "hurt the reputation of the 
«society.

"We are very careful with our im- 


age because we're dealing with a con- 
troversial animal," he said. 


HUMBERT BELIEVES the python 


i will not be taken out of a cage at fu- 
ture gatherings. 


The animal had been displayed be- 


fore and never acted up, Humbert 
said. 


There were about 100 children in the 


library basement at the time. When 
they were invited to touch the snake, 
they surrounded the table for easier 
access and the snake apparently be- 
came nervous, Humbert said. 


"I won't say they were lax at the 


library, but perhaps they should have 
been able to maintain a single file line 
to the snake," he said. "We should 
have had them come up one at a 
time." 


Although the seriousness of a snake 


bite was not minimized by the 
Society, member Leonard Franklin 
said python bite is not as dangerous 
as a bite from a rodent. • 


"It's about as clean a bite as you 


can get," Franklin said. Being a cold- 
blooded animal, it doesn't transmit 
diseases like rabies, he said. 


Administrative librarian Janet Stei- 


ner said the library would like to have 
the snakes back. "It was a really neat 
program," she said. "Considering the 
success, we would consider doing it 
again." 


The snake bite, she added, "was 


very unfortunate — he was just where 
he wasn't supposed to have been." 


News sparks memory of Pueblo 


it's been more than eight years, but 


It doesn't take much for Richard Ro- 
gala to remember. 


Sometimes it's just a casual conver- 


sation that will spark his memory. 
Other times it is the number 13. Or a 
news report.

been shot down after it strayed over 
the North Korean border. 


THE FIRST THING he thought was

helicopter really over North Korea? 
Was that a fact or was that not a 
fact?" 


Rogala has cause for suspicion. 
He was ono of the 83 crewmen on 


the U.S.S. Pueblo when it was seized 
by North Korean gunboats on Jan, 23, 
1968. To this day, he believes the 
Pueblo was not infringing on Korean 
waters. 


The next thing Rogaia thought 


about was the 11 months he spent as a 
prisoner of war in North Korea, ex- 
pecting to be released soon but then 
seeing the days and then the months 
roll by with no word. 


"ANY TIME THERE'S anything in 


the news about them, I think about 
the past," Rogala says. "A lot of this 
stuff comes back when I hear some- 
thing about Korea." 


One of the things that comes back 


vividly is the recollection of Korean 
propaganda. The Korean officers of- 
ten talked wilh the Pueblo crewmen,

he remembers. During hour-long ses- 
sions they would talk to the crewmen 
about the goal? of communism and of 
North Korea.

"It was mentioned to us so many 


times there," Rogala says. 


That is the main reason, he adds, 


that he expected the chain of events

The raid was a cooperative effort 


by Cook County, Chicago, Buffalo 
Grove and the Illinois Bureau of In- 
vestigation. 


The census bureau said a decline in 


city employes in 388 cities with popu- 
lations of 50,000 or more indicated 
m o u n t i n g financial troubles con- 
fronting some urban areas. 


Census figures show the number of

"We held it as long as we could to 


keep up with the services we were 
asked to .supply," said Village Mgr. 
Robert J. Eppley. 


Elk Grove Village had the largest 


increase .in new employes, adding 24 
full- and part-time workers to the pay- 
roll. Along with salary increases the 
new hiring means an increase of 
$791,000 in the village budget.

about number 13. It always says 
Korea. He reported to the Pueblo on a 
Friday, the 13th, lie says, and the ship 
was captured 13 days after it left port. 


The superstition occasinally is rein- 


forced. 


Like last week. 
The U.S. helicopter was shot down 


July 13.

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Ear piercing 


Infection an ever-present possibility 


by BARBARA LADD 


For centuries the practice of pierc- 


ing ears has floated in and out of style 
much like ideal weights for fashion- 
able women. And everything from 
pins to toothpicks has been used to 
carve those extra holes hi human 
heads. 


A seemingly innocuous procedure, 


piercing ears is popular these days, 
with the current craze demanding 
that one ear lobe be punctured with 
two holes instead of the standard one. 
However, some serious side effects 
can result. 


Like death, 
Several years ago a 19-year-old coed 


In North Carolina died from serious 
infection which invaded after she 
pierced her ears herself and used 
broom straws to keep the holes open. 


ADMITTEDLY RARE, her death 


alerted medical personnel to the need 
for proper attention to ear piercing. 


In Illinois ear piercing is considered 


a medical procedure and a doctor 
must be present at all piercing clin- 
ics, including jewelry and department 
stores. 


"That doesn't always mean stores 


have a doctor there, even If they're 
supposed to," commented Dr. Colette 
Rasmussen, Cook County Department 
of Health, "And if you have bad tech- 
nique or poor sterilization, there can 


be some serious problems." 


Ear piercing creates a puncture 


wound which, doctors say, can pro- 
vide a "portal of entry" for infection. 
And while swabbing beforehand with 
alcohol is adequate for an injection, 
which'heals quickly, it won't kill vi- 
ruses like serum hepatitis. 


BECAUSE OF THE risk of hepa- 


titis, an inflammation of the liver, Illi- 
nois residents who have had their 
ears pierced for less than six months 
are forbidden to donate blood. 


"We consider ear piercing to be mi- 


nor surgery," said a lab technician 
with Northwest Suburban Blood Bank. 
"And there is always that risk of 
hepatitis. Acupuncture and tattooing • 
fall into the same category as ear 
piercing." 


Besides hepatitis, side effects to ear 


piercing include a variety of bacterial 
infections, allergic reactions and ke- 
loid growth. 


Keloids occur when body tissues 


continue to build up after the wound is 
healed, said, Dr... Rasmussen. The 
growth may be permanent and it can 
look like a marble on an earlobe. 


She rated keloids as one of the most 


common complications to ear pierc- 
ing, followed by infections in diabetics 
whose circulation and healing capac- 
ity may be impaired by their condi- 
tions. 


ALLERGIES TO METALS can also 


become'uncomfortable, she said. 


Pure gold is 24 carat. Any other de- 


nomination —14 carat; for instance — 
means alloys have been added. Nickel 
is usually used because of its strength 
and color. 


When women or men with a sus- 


ceptibility to nickel allergy (perhaps 
as many as one in three) wear ear- 
rings containing nickel in newly 
pierced ears, they can develop an in- 
comfortable sensitivity lasting a life- 
time. Therefore, Dr. Rasmussen rec- 
ommends only 24 carat gold earrings 
or stainless steel earrings for newly 
pierced ears. 


Despite possible complications to 


ear piercing, many stores are more 
than happy to offer the service to its 
customers, since it is one of 'the 
easiest ways to drum up new busi- 
ness. 


Carson Pirie Scott and Co., Rand- 


hurst, co-sponsors regular ear pierc- 
ing clinics in cooperation with Wells- 
Benrus, a national jewelry manufac- 
turer. 


" H U N D R E D S OF EARS are 


pierced each weekend .we have these 
clinics," said Beverly McFarland, an 
employe in Carson's fashion jewelry 
department. "But everyone has to 
sign a release first." 


Wells supplies stores with liability 


PIERCED EARS returned to popularity in the mid- 
1960s along with some risky methods of creating 
the holes. In Illinois, ear-piercing is considered a 


surgical procedure and a doctor must be present. 
Complications can run the >gamut -from metal al- 
lergies to hepatitis. 


insurance, and the form signed by 
customers -releases Wells and the 
store from, responsibility for any 
"loss, damage or injury, including 
death." The signature also recognizes 


the customer's "(awareness) of the 
risks and hazards inherent in ear lobe 
piercing." 


Pierced ears axe popular for all 


ages today, but it pays to be careful, 


said Dr. Rasmussen. 


"It sounds like such a simple proce- 


dure, but anytime you have a medical 
procedure, you run the risk of com- 
plications. Even with pierced ears."

tions, before she became a part of the television 
scene, is still evident in the interviews she does. 
Because of that, she honestly discussed the "shock" 
of being hurtled head-first into television, how it 
changed her life and how she feels about her fast 
rise to stardom in a recent Chicago interview. 


"WHEN I FIRST started working on the series, it 


was difficult," she said. "There were a lot of staff 
changes before the show even went on the air, There 
were so many people to satisfy on the set, I was 
asking myself, 'Is this what it's really like, this tele- 
vision series I've been waiting for so long?' 


"Then, I realized that it isn't easy getting a new 


show off the ground. We were building a family and 
there was a lot of tension. We never got the contin-

uity at first that we needed to make the family 
work," said Ms. Lavin, a slender brunette with al- 
mond brown eyes, "People were telling me that this 
show was tougher than most to do." 


It's difficult to say whether the character or the 


actress grew more during the past season, she said. 


"I think maybe we've both grown. I am Alice on 


the set and I've come to understand what and who 
the characters don't stay the same, then it's al- 
growth of its people and as long as the actresses and 
the characters don't stay the same, then it's al- 
right," she said. 


THE 12 TO 16 hour work days that went with pro- 


ducing enough shows for the season, and the pres- 
sure of having to appear in nearly every scene, took 
its toll on Ms. Lavin's health. 


"I became anemic and the doctor gave me all 


these vitamins to take. I wanted to do summer stock 
after we were done with the show, but I found my- 
self too tired to even read through a script. But, I'm 
going to be kinder to myself this year. I'm going to 
start eating better and running and taking better 
care of myself," she said. 


The personal changes that Ms. Lavin has planned 


will be paralleled by changes in the character she 


plays and in the format of "Alice" this season. 


More of the story will take place in Mel's Cafe, 


where Alice Hyatt works, She is a widow in her mid- 
thirties, struggling on a waitress' salary and tips to 
raise her young son, 


A STREA'M OF customers and their interaction 


with Alice and Mel, the diner owner and cook played 
by Vic Tayback, will provide more of what CBS offi- 
cials are calling "a blue plate special of humor." 


That means we will see less of the mother-son 


relationship between Alice and her 12-year-old son, 
Tommy, played by Philip McKeon. 'That is an un- 
fortunate decision by the new staff of writers, who 
insist Alice's working environment provides a more 
interesting springboard for humor than her home 
life. 


McKeon provided some brilliant moments on^the 


show last season and the mother-son dialogue offered 
some of the most touching moments in "Alice." 


Ms. Lavin says she prefers "powerful" situation 


comedy to the laugh-a-minute kind. "You have to 
give the people characters they can believe in and 
relate to, not just laugh at." 


ALICE'S SON will continue to drop into the diner 


on occasion, but the added focus on the diner will 
allow regular characters like Vera and Flo to be 
developed more, she said. 


While the show continues, Ms. Lavin says she 


wants to find her own place in Hollywood while stay- 
ing active in musical theatre. 


Something she will miss this season is Alice's 


dream of becoming a musical actress or a big time 
singer. The producers are writing it out of the script. 


"I'll continue to sing the theme song of the show, 


but they are going to discontinue writing for Alice's 
dream. They want her to cope more with reality, so 
I won't be doing any more singing on the show," Ms. 
Lavin said. 


But, that's O.K., because she's learned to roll with 


the punches. "The subtle changes are going to make 
the show better, and if it makes it more of a hit, I 
get to work longer," she said. 


"THIS PAST SEASON was hard for me, but I 


learned a lot. I learned how to keep my sanity be- 
cause the pressure is so enormous. As long as I 
know where I am and that if I do. well, it means 
continued success, I'm alright. It's the failure and 
the chance of it that- makes us crazy in this busi- 
ness," she said. "So, I've just learned not to think 
about it," 


Ms. Lavin is a person who seems to do a great 


deal of soul searching. She said she received lots of 
fan' mail, much of it from waitresses who are eager 
to give her tips on the profession. 


One waitress wrote to her recently, "Thanks for 


showing me that I can laugh at things in my life, and 
get through a day's work." 


"That kind of letter makes you realize the power 


that you, your ttlevision show and television as a 
communicative art has. It's more power than we 
should have," Ms. Lavin said. 


"I'm not a very good waitress actually, but I have 


a greater respect for waitresses and waiters now. I 
leave bigger tips," she said.

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Teen traps her own mink, 
has them made into stole

JACKSON, Miss. (UPI) — Fifteen- 


year-old Angela Shields wanted a 
mink stole, so she trapped one. 
'She didn't actually trap the whole 
stole at once. Rather, she ventured 
into the woods around her Tupelo, 
Miss., home, and trapped the 15 mink 
needed to make the high-fashion stole 
she now wears on special occasions. 


Angela has been trapping since be- 


fore she was old enough to walk, with 
her father, Clifton Shields, who traps 
for profit. 


"I started going with my father 


when I was so little he had to carry 
me around," she said in a telephone 
interview. 


THOUGH SHE NOW' is far beyond 


the carrying stage, she said, her dad 
still doesn't want her going into the 
woods alone on trapping expeditions. 


Trapping mink is not as simple as 


just setting up a trap and hoping the 
animals run into it. Mississippi laws 
prohibit baiting traps, and they must 
be set up very carefully in an attempt 
to lure the mink. 


After you find out where they have 


been making their trails, you set a 
trap where you know they are going 
to go into it," she said. She said she 
uses sticks and underbrush to make a 
little trail to guide the mink into the 
trap, which pulls the animals down 
underwater in streams near where 
they usually look for food. 


"The trap holds them down and 


they drown instantly," she said. 


THE ANIMALS are skinned, then 


the pelts stretched and hung to dry 
for two or three days. 


Angela said her 15 mink were sent 


to New York where they were tanned 
and then shipped back to Mississippi 
to be sewn into a stole. 
. 


"The stole is just for very special 


times," she said, and the rest of the 
time it is "just hung in tee closet" 
without any special precautions. 


Angela, who will be a junior at 


Tupelo High School in the fall, is ac- 
tive in the local 4-H Club and focuses 
on wildlife activities. Her wildlife 
projects won her a trip to the 1978 
National 4-H Conference in Chicago.

The doctor says 


Do-it-yourself wrong 


treatment for asthma 


For about eight years I've been treated with shots for allergic 


rhinitis. I was doing fine as long as I took the allergy shots. 


Since we have moved I have been going to a Navy hospital and 


the doctor claims I have asthma. He has been giving me pre- 
dtilsone and other medicines. As long as I am in the hospital with 
intravenous medicine and breathing machines I get better. Last 
night I was rushed to tlic hospital just gasping for brcatli. After 
five shots of adrenaline I was sent home. I feel jumpy, but the 
wheezing continues. I'm really upset as I don't know what to do. 
Should 1 change doctors or try any medicine over the counter that 
will help tills constant wheezing? 


Allergic rhinitis does not cause wheezing or the breathing prob- 


lems you describe. You have asthma. The confusion may arise 
from the point that some people who are allergic have both as- 
thma and allergic rhinitis. The three major manifestations of such 
allergies are allergic rhinitis, asthma and hives. Some people 
have one of these and some have two or even all three. 


The difference is really which cells are involved in the allergic 


reaction. In allergic rhinitis the cells in the nasal area are inter- 
acting with the allergic substance and pour out histamine or a 
related chemical that causes the nasal symptoms. In asthma, the 
cells in the air passages are affected. In hives the cells in the skin 
are involved in the reaction, Desensitization shots may help in 
some cases in all three of these conditions. 


To help you sort out your problem I am sending you two issues 


of The Health Letter, number 8-4 Hay Fever (Allergic Rhinitis) 
and 8-6 Asthma. Others who want this information can send 50 
cents for each with a long, stamped, self-addressed envelope for 
mailing to P.O. Box 1551, Radio City Station, New York, N.Y. 
10019. As these issues explain, your parents may have one of these 
three disorders and as a child you may inherit a different one of 
the three. 


Treating acute asthma attacks is sometimes difficult. I would 


not advise a do-it-yourself-approach in a severe case such as 
yours. That could be a very serious mistake. Better stick with 
doctor and stay away from those over-the-counter, do-it-yourself 
efforts. You'll understand this better when you read the Health 
Letters that I am sending you. 


What is the approximate limit of calories that the body can 


convert into fat a da>'? 


If I burn 3000 calories per day but cat 20,000 calorics a day, can 


the entire balance of 17,000 calorics be converted to fat or arc 
some of them simply excreted without being utilized? 


The limit is in how much you can eat and absorb. Once the 


calories are absorbed from the small intestine into the blood 
stream, they will be processed and the unused balance will be 
used to form fat. In your illustration, about 4.85 pounds of fat. 


Of course, if you developed diarrhea from overeating, you would 


not absorb all of them and those wouldn't count. Otherwise ca- 
lories do count — every last blasted one of them. So if your 
stomach and intestines can hold the food and digest and absorb it 
— you will convert the total excess to fat.

New Products Department: I heartily recommend a mildly 


abrasive liquid cleanser now being marketed by a well-known pro- 
ducer of laundry bleach. Just a few drops in the sink and around 
burners, on chrome fixtures and on tiles, and these grimy, sticky 
surfaces are quickly transformed into gleaming cleanliness. 
Equally as pleasing as its speedy action is the absence of powdery 
residue or milky marks after it's been rinsed off and dried. Follow 
directions carefully, because it contains an eye irritant and isn't 
recommended for fiberglass or plastic.

Dear Roberta: Because my mower was in a fix-it shop most of 


the season, the grass was extremely high. It was lush and green 
before I began to mow. Now, the section I cut is brown and dead- 
looking. What's going on?—Bruce Bednarik. 


Stop! You may be burning out your lawn by shaving it instead of 


crew-cutting it. Your blade or wheels, whichever controls the 
height of the cut, should be checked according to the kind of grass 
you have. Some species — like the bluegrasses, fescues and colo- 
nial bent — should be mowed high, at about two inches. Otherwise, 
the shor roots of those grasses will be exposed to the hot sun and 
will die.

Dear Roberta: When a jar top won't budge, even after it's been 


held under hot water and banged upside down on he floor, what do 
you do?—Carol Bridges. 


A flat, round rubber gripper does the trick. I bought two because 


it sometimes helps to hold the jar firmly by the bottom while 
working on the top.

Family violence focus of conference

MONTREAL—The amount of violence 
going on in the family exceeds the 
violence of terrorists and kidnappers, 
declared professor and lawyer H. 
Robert Hahlo of Montreal at the re- 
cent World Conference on Violence in 
the Family held at McGlll University 
here. It was the second world confer- 
ence of the International Society on 
Family Law, a group which studies 
problems of family law. • 


Judges, lawyers, social 
workers, 


educators, 
policemen 
and 
doctors 


from around the world participated, 
focusing on child abuse, wife-batter- 
ing and interspousal violence, sexual 
offenses within the family and vio- 
lence in children, including suicide. 


Every speaker felt society is con- 


scious of merely the "tip of the ice- 
berg" because so much of domestic 
violence goes unreported. It exists in 
all levels of society and in all kinds of 
societies, and has "nothing to do with 
capitalism or monogamy," according 
to Michael Freeman, a barrister and 
lecturer in law at the University, of 
London. Yet the general public denies 
the seriousness, even the occurrence, 
of violence in the family, said Dr. An- 
thony Storr, a professor at Oxford 
University, in opening the conference. 


A BOOK PUBLISHED this spring in 


New York delineates the gravity of 
the problem in the United States. 
Richard C. Levy, author of "Wife 
Beating — The Silent Crisis," esti- 
mates some 28 million American 
wives are abused physically by their 
husbands. 


Although this issue is one of the 


grimmest aspects of society, solutions 
were offered in Montreal which are 
both long-term and immediate: 


• Transition houses for battered 


wives and their children. The pioneer- 


ing efforts of Erin Pizzey in Chiswick, 
England, were cited as a model. 
These hostels offer a home for women 
in which the woman decides the next 
step without the threat of further 
b e a t i n g s . Funding for transition 
houses is much needed. 


In the United States there are only 


an estimated 29 similar shelters na- 
tionwide. Legislation to aid the vic- 
tims of wife beating was introduced in 
the U.S. Congress for the first time 
last month. It would provide for the 
gathering of more accurate data on 
wife beating and would authorize the 
spending of .$60 million over three 
years to help finance private groups 
that shelter or counsel battered wives. 


• Improved child-care facilities, job 


retraining, better employment prac-, 
tices and accommodations, and in- 
come maintenance, particularly for 
women. 


• Closer cooperation between the 


judicial system and social workers to 
detect and try to remedy "the hidden 
violence" enacted on children and 
women. 


• Injunctions coupled with arrest 


orders in some areas have been help- 
ful in stopping beatings. However, 
there have been cases where the in- 
junction alono induced the beating. 


• Re-evaluate the current manner 


of correction which is "victimizing the 
victim." In the case of child abuse, 
removing the child from the home 
and putting him in a foster home does 
not solve the real problem or punish 
the real criminal. 


• Social and mental health services 


that include help for the men as well 
as the women in cases of interspousal 
violence. 


• The role of police response and 


intervention must be developed and 
better utilized. At present there is too 


much uncertainty about what degree 
of intervention the public wants. 


• Quick access to the courts by-the 


victims. 


• In cases of incest, the rights of 


the victim and the needs of the child 
must be carefully assessed, with the 
protection of the minor the foremost 
concern. 


• Corporal punishment of children 


should be used only for their protec- 
tion (e.g., if they run into the street.) 


• Boycott of toys which encourage 


aggressive, violent behavior and those 
which depict women as sex objects. 


• Cases of family violence should 


be reported and help sought. 


Other solutions discussed at the con- 


ference included: 


• Those who support the criminal- 


ization of rape within marriage say 
that although morality cannot be leg- 
islated, our laws should have a moral- 
izing influence. The problem with 
criminalizing rape within marriage; is 
its unenforceability. 


• Our social order must be trans- 


formed into one that is humane and 
promotes the development of human 
potential. "The issues we're dealing 
with are moral," said David Gil, a 
professor from Brandeis University in 
Massachusetts. Violence hi the family 
is a "survival issue." 


• A social and legel redefinition of 


the status of women and men is 
needed so that the woman if not total- 
ly dependent on her husband,, and 
thus sentenced to bear his beatings. 


• Public awareness must be stir- 


red. In an interview, Dr. Olive M. 
Stone, president of the International 
Society on Family Law, saw the goal, 
of the conference as "the dissemina- 
tion of knowledge. You can't dis- 
seminate wisdom, but you don't make 
a bad start with knowledge. Too many 
people feel the public interest isn't at 


stake. In most certainly is, particular- 
ly in the case of child abuse, where 
the battered child grows up and beats 
his (or her) child in turn." 


• A better understanding of family 


violence is needed if we are to control 
it early. Our knowledge of it now is 
too fragmented. 


• An interest in safety must be deli- 


cately balanced with the protection of 
privacy. 


• More patience, tolerance, love, 


and esteem must be encouraged to 
break the vicious cycle in which the 
abused child becomes the adult abu- 
ser of tomorrow. 


• Marriage must be redefined. The 


marriage license cannot be viewed as 
a license to hit, nor is marriage a con- 
tract in which one partner relin- 
quishes everything. 


Dr. Barbara Schlachet, of the Fami- 


ly Court of New York, praised the 
conference for being a "public ac- 
knowledgment of the recognition that 
oar society condones certain kinds of 
violence." While we have no reluc- 
tance to imprison a man who has as- 
saulted another's wife, we do hesitate 
when he assaults his own wife, she 
pointed out. Public opinion toward 
child abuse is similar: a man's home 
is his castle, and he may do with his 
property (his wife, his children) as he 
sees fit. 


"We have to provide safeguards for 


the sanctity of the family. Unless we 
provide safeguards for all the mem- 
bers of the family, we're not sustain- 
ing the family as the basic unit of 
society," Dr. Schlachet said in an in- 
terview.

wished, as did Judge Victor Baum of 
Detroit, that more had "shared the 
enlightenment."

Is a fact that one of the fund's loans is collateraliized by gambling 
markers." Sen. Charles Percy, R-I11., recited a list of alleged 
abuses in investment of tho fund's assets, worth $1.4 billion on 
paper but whose real value is unknown, the witnesses said. 


State employes get union pact 
About 27,000 State of Illinois employes went to work Monday 


covered by their first union contract. The contract was ratified 
overwhelmingly by professional, paraprofessional and clerical 
members of the American Federation of State, County and Munici- 
pal Employes. A union spokesman said after the ballots were 
counted late Friday that 90 per cent of the workers who voted 
favored the contract. The terms of the contract apply to another 
18.000 employes who are not members of the union, Gov. James R. 
Thompson said. Some 15,000 other state employes are working 
under different AFSCME labor contracts. 


Wildcat strike closes firm 
A wildcat strike by some 700 workers forced the Allis-Chalmers 


engine division plant at Harvey, 111., to close Monday. James 
Dunn, an official of United Steel Workers of America Local 1091, 
said the incident began Friday with the walkout of about 25 work- 
ers protesting heat and noise.

A tentative contract agreement was reached early Monday by 


the Illinois Conference of Teamsters and Associated General Con- 
tractors. William Bounds, Danville, president of the ICT, said the 
agreement is subject to ratification, Voting probably will begin 
Wednesday when Bounds and officials of each of the 13 locals 
meet in Springfield. 


Folgers cuts 20 cents off coffee 
The Folger Coffee Co., th nation's second largest roaster, Mon- 


day cut the wholesale price for vacuum coffee by 20 cents a pound 
and decreased its instant coffee by 2 cents an ounce. The pricing 
action, effective immediately, reduced the list price for vacuum 
Folger's to $3.48 a pound and a 10-ounce jar of instant to $5.25. 
Folger,.a division of Procter and Gamble Co., attributed its latest 
price decrease "to declines in imported green coffee prices." 


2nd quarter growth good 
The nation's economy had another strong quarter, growing at 


about the same rate as the first quarter's 6.9 per cent, the U.S. 
Commerce Dept. said Monday. The preliminary Gross National 
Product for the April-June quarter will be made public Thursday. 
However, the department's survey of current business said Mon- 
day that "on the basis of information available as of mid-June, 
real GNP increased vigorously in the second quarter — in the 
same range as in the first." The real Gross National Product 
measures the total output of goods and services after adjustment 
for inflation. 


30% airbag discount 'phony' 
Rep. Bud Schuster, R-Pa., Monday accused the insurance in- 


dustry of making phony claims that tiiey will give a 30 per cent 
insurance rate discount to cars fitted with airbag safety devices. 
The discount really is only 1 per cent, Schuster said. Fighting an 
administration proposal which would require U.S. cars to have 
either airbags or passive seat belts, Schuster also cited govern- 
ment statistics which he said show the chances of bedng killed in 
an airbag-equipped car are 5'/z times greater than in one with seat 
belts. 


Curb urged on lawyer fees 
Sen. Russell Long, D-La., Monday suggested that a federal 


nofault auto insurance lasv restrict trial lawyers' ability to collect 
high contingency fees in cases that could be settled without going 
to court. The Senate Commerce Committee is holding hearings on 
a bill to set national standards which require prompt payment of 
medical fees and economic loss for victims no matter who was 
responsible for an auto accident. Lawsuits would be limited to 
instances of wrongful death and very serious injuries. 


BIG BUSkflESS 


Vision led to an invention that 
may be carburetor of the future 


by DEBBE JONAK 


The car is a dirty blue 1970 sedan | 


with a few rust spots chewing at 
rough corners. 


Unpampered and unpretentious as it 


is, under the hood of the roadster sits 
Gabe Csaszar's hopes for a future of 
fame and fortune. 


It is the fruit of an idea born out of 


the friendship between a mechanic 
and an electronics expert — and a vi- 
sion. It is a carburetor Csaszar says 
can cut gasoline consumption by 30 to 
50 per cent and air pollution emission 
by close to 100'per cent. 


TO PERFORM 
THIS feat, the 


Mount Prospect resident and his Chi- 
cago friend, Gernot OeWey, patented 
device which uses soundwaves to turn 
gasoline from liquid into a fuel-ef- 
ficient vapor. 


"This carburetor is so simple it's 


painful," Csaszar, 41, said. The Hun- 
garian native works as a biomedical 
engineer at Holy Family Hospital, 
Des Plaines. 


His partner is an Argentine-born 


projects engineer at Medical Re> 
search Laboratory, Niles. Oehley has 
the electronics know-how. 


Their work is about to pay off. The 


new carburetor is attached and run- 
ning in Csaszar's car and various cor- 
porations are negotiating with them 
for production rights. 


"The regular carburetor, it makes 


use of a tube, which looks like a fun- 
nel," Oehley explained. "The income 
air has to pull itself through this fun- 
nel," Oehley explained. "The incom- 
ing air has "to pull itself through this 
funnel at an increasing speed. This 
extremely fast air is tearing apart 
gasoline into large drops." 


THE CAR ACTUALLY runs on that 


mist, Csaszar explained. However, the 
gasoline droplets in the mist are so 
large they cannot be burned entirely 
in the short trip through the engine. 


As a result, much of the gasoline is 


wasted and emptied into the air as 
pollution, including large amounts of 
carbon monoxide. 


By making the gasoline droplets 


much smaller, they will burn more 
quickly — wasting little gas and pro- 


ducing little air pollution, Csaszar 
said. 


And that is exactly what he and his 


partner did by using sound waves. 


They attached an electronic trans- 


mitter to the side of the engine. High 
frequency vibrations produced by the 
transmitter turn the gasoline into a 
fine mist before it enters the engine. 


"Do you believe dn visions?" Csas- 


zar said. "All my ideas I get in vi- 
sions. I see it in a flash. I saw the 
carburetor in a flash while I was in 
the shower. 


"That's how we designed the patent 


— by my vision. When we built the 
carburetor, if we did not follow the 
design in my vision, it did not work. 
We eventually ended up with what I 
saw in my vision," he said. 


THE VISIONS BEGAN back in Hun- 


gary, where Csaszar spent his first 18 
years. As a teenager he raced a mo- 
torcycle and designed Ms own modi- 
fications. 


He fled to Argentina during the 


Hungarian revolution in 1956, leav- 
ing his parents, a brother and two 
sisters behind. 


In Argentina, Csaszar met Oehley. 
They both immigrated to the United 


Stales in 1964, looking for better job 
opportunities. 


"I came here with about $250 in my 


pocket," Csaszar said. "I had no job, 
I didn't speak English." 


The ultrasonic carburetor never 


would have been realized, if it was not 
for a generous financial backer. 


DR. MICHAEL ZELLER, who Csas- 


zar met when he worked at Ravcn- 
swood Hospital in Chicago, loaned 
him money without interest for the 
project. 


Many of the remnants of the early 


experiments are scattered about his 
basement workshop at home. He and 
Oehley started with a lawn mower en- 
gine, worked up to an automobile and 
now have designed an ultrasonic anti- 
gravity carburetor for airplanes. 


"I just want to be rich and done 


with the project," he sighed, his wife, 
noddmg in the background. 


Already he is planning his next in- 


vention — an electronic fishing ma-

"It can catch fish and bring it in. 


You press a button and it shoots the 
hook out 50 yards.

bring the fish in," he said, admitting,

fishing — but I love to eat fish."

that no problems would be solved by 
tighter White House control of the 
board — and many would be created. 
What we really need in monetary pol- 
icy is more steadiness, not more poll- 
tics, and that's going to be true for 
many a summer to come.

who has

games in relief. "I played many an 
imaginary game in Yankee Stadium. 
For me there was no other place to 
play and there were no other players 
except the Yankees. To finally pitch 
in Yankee Stadium will be an incred- 
ible experience for me. I don't know 
how I'll handle it." 


Anderson's selection of Sutton is 


rather amusing since the Reds' skip- 
per for years lids been accusing the 
Dodger righthander of doctoring the 
ball with sandpaper and throwing ille- 
gal pitches. 


"I knew I was going to be the start- 


ing pitcher in the All-Star Game last 
Thursday when Sparky called me and 
asked me what grain of sandpaper I 
wanted put in my locker," quipped 
Sutton.

Cubs, Sox rest halfway up mountain 


New North Siders

Pity the poor Cubs. 
The season began without Rick Monday and Bill Madlock, both 


gone in a fit of madness. It began with a left side of the infield 
that was untested, undependable and unknown. 


It began with one starting pitcher who was unsigned and another 


who was unheard of except to his mother. It began with an all-star 
first baseman, acquired in an unpopular trade, who couldn't take a 
step without inflicting pain throughout his left leg.. 


THE SEASON STARTED with new players in five positions. It 


started with no resolution to the so-called catching problem. There 
were no lefthanded starting pitchers, no righthanded power hit- 
ters, no particular speed on the basepaths. Even the bullpen was a 
question mark. 


In the fkst game of the season, Jerry Morales and Bobby Mur- 


cer collided while chasing a routine flyball and the Mets beat the 
Cubs because of it. 


Oh, well, Cub fans thought, we still have Jose Cardenal. And 


Jose, who poked out two singles, stole a base and scored two runs 
on opening day, then fell into a slump that has outlasted his vari- 
ous injuries and bench-riding sojourns. 


Ah, another season to test the character of the longest-suffering 


fans in baseball! 


NOT SO, YE of little faith. These are the 1977 Cubs and they are 


like none of their antecedents. To be sure, they have been com- 
pared to that aggregation of tempters, the 1969 Cubs. But wise 
observers see no similarity — save for the like spot at the top of 
the National League East standings. 


First place, All-Star break, games in front. These are the words 


of overconfidence and they often goeth before a fall. The Cubs 
have played 88 of 162 games and their lead is two games, as small 
as it has been in a month and a half. 


Half a season has, indeed, offered up the joy 
and dis- 


appointments of a full season for the Cubs and their fans. From 
despair to the top of the baseball world in two short months, the 
Cubs and their new manager, ageless Herman Franks, have seen 
it all. 


Franks, with gnome-like features camouflaging the tempera- 


ment of a hawk, seemed genuinely (surprised when his team 
opened up a three-, then four-, then five-game lead in mid-June. 
He admitted that, no, he didn't expect his "rebuilding program" to 
produce results so soon. 


SO IT WAS WITH only slightly unsettling chagrin that Franks 


witnessed the shrinking of the lead from 8'/2 games down to a 
paltry, cliffhanging two. 


It is a long season, as Jim Brosnan once pointed out, and Man- 


ager Franks is paid a large salary to remind his players of that 
basic fact. A first-place lead at the All-Star break carries with it a 
tradition as foolproof as the 1914 Boston Braves, the 1951 Giants, 
or the 1969 Mets. 


But what have the Cubs achieved over 88 games? How have they 


managed to win more games than any other team in the NL East? 


That's easy to answer. 
THAT LEFT SIDE of the Infield, Steve Ontiyeros and Ivan De- 


Jesus, is as airtight defensively as Santo-Kessinger were in their 
prime, with probably better range and stronger,arms. The bonus: 
they both hit, although DeJesus still has trouble with the major

Veeck the magician 
pulls Sox out of hat

Somebody at spring training asked White Sox manager Bob 


Lemon about the Sox' chances of being in first place at mid- 
season. 


"Maybe at one of the parties," he shot back with a grin. 
No one expected the White Sox to be in first place at the All-Star 


break this year, but here they are on top with a 2Vi-game lead and 
18 games over .500. Tradition has it that the team leading its 
division at the break will go on to win the division crown. While 
that tradition isn't 100 per cent accurate, first place is still a nice 
place to be. 


MOST PICKED the club to finish sixth, even many of the play- 


ers, who forgot that they had the one extra ingredient on their 
side, a one-legged baseball magician named Bill Veeck. 


Going into his second season at the helm of the Sox, Veeck has 


pretty much overhauled the club he inherited in December of 1975. 
Indeed, Lemon has used a lineup at times that doesn't include one 
player from the previous regime. And it's the new faces who are 
behind the Sox climb to the top. 


Veeck dealt himself some new cards as spring training waned 


this year, and caught flak for it, too. He peddled proven reliever 
Clay Carroll to St. Louis for "Minor league" pitcher Lerrin La- 
Grow. Veeck also shipped Bucky Dent to the Yankees for Oscar 
Gamble and a pair of promising minor league pitchers. 


But LaGrow has gone on to a new lease on life in his new role as 


reliever. He has been among the tops in the league in saves all 
season and now has 16. His record is 4-1 and he has had an earned 
run average of under 2.00 all season. 


GAMBLE HAS supplied the Sox with some lefthanded power 


hitting and has been valuable in the outfield or as the designated 
hitter. He has 18 home runs and 39 runs batted in, second only to 
club leader Richie Zisk. 


,But another key player in the Dent-Gamble deal was Alan Ban- 


nister, who was picked up by Veeck prior to the 1976 season but 
spent most of last year on the bench. 


For the first time in his career Bannister was given the keys to 


the lock at shortstop and the 25-year-old has responded with a .300 
plus batting average. His play in the field has been shaky at times 
but keeps improving. Many say the Sox not only acquired Gamble 
in the Dent deal, they also acquired a shortstop. 


No one goes very far in telling of the Sox success without getting 


to the name of Richie Zisk, who came to the Sox this winter from 
the Pirates in exchange for Rich Gossage and Terry Forster. 
Zisk's immense value to the club can best be summed up by 
Veeck, who refers to Zisk merely as "The Franchise." 


ZISK HAS BECOME a leader both on and off the field for the 


White Sox. He's the "All-Star" on a club comprised totally of 
hungry young "no-names." 


Zisk leads the Sox in home runs with 19, and runs batted in with 


63, despite missing 10 games with various injuries. And he leads 
the club in game winning hits. 


Everything has clicked for the Sox so far, and there's no reason 


to assume things won't continue as they have been. The Sox have 
played consistently well. Their longest losing streak has been but 
four games so far and they have never been more than three 
games out of first place. 


Twice the Sox had led their division for a week, only to fall back

HOLES? 


There are mpre than 400 different 


kinds of cheese and they are available 
under more than 2,000 different names. 
The tasty, nourishing food is made from 
milk and for thousands of years it has 
been a favorite of man. Two million 
tons of cheese "are made in the United 
States each year, with Russia and India 
making almost as much. 


Experts group cheeses into four'types- 


soft, semisoft, hard and very hard The 
amount of moisture in the cheese deter- 
mines how it is classified, with those 
having more moisture being softer. 


Swiss cheese, one of the hard group, 


was actually originated in Switzerland, 
although-tt is now enjoyed m every part 
ot the svorlcT It is also called Emmentaler. 


Swiss cheese, and also a variety called 


Gruycre, has holes that are called eyes. 
Cheese makers form these eyes by 
adding a certain type of bacteria to the 
cheese that produces bubbles of carbon 
dioxide gas. When the cheese is sliced, 
the bubbles become holes. It's that easy. 


Another of the hard cheeses like Swiss 


is Cheddar which originated in England 
but has since often been called American 
cheese because of its wide use in the 
Umled States, 


Wh.le most cheese is made from the 


milk of cows, it is also made from the 
milk of buffaloes, sheep and goats. In 
Lapland cheese is made from reindeer's 
milk and in Tibet yak milk is used. 
Cheese is also made from the milk of 
zebras, horses, donkeys and camels. 


Almost every state in the United States 


makes cheese, with Wisconsin leading 
the way. Minnesota and New York are 
second and third. In Canada, Quebec 
and Ontano provide most of the cheese 
supply. 


Forty per cent of the cheese used by 


Americans is process cheese, a blend of 
natural cheeses Cheese is ground up, 
heated and blended with chemicals 
called emulsiliers. It melts more evenly 
than ordinary cheese, when used in 
cooking, and it also keeps better than 
natural cheese. Swiss and Cheddar are 
two leading types of process cheese. 


Process cheese spreads are also very 


popular. Along with natural cheese, 
milk, cream or whey is added to make 
them more moist. Fruit, meat, vege- 
tables or spices are also added occa- 
sionally to provide extra flavor. Wine is 
also added lo some of the special blends 
of process cheese

Anderson friends await court justice 


by KEN VANDERBEEK 


All they want now Is justice. 
That's what friends and neighbors 


of Phyllis Anderson say they are 
awaiting, more than a year after the 
51-year-old Buffalo Grove woman was 
killed on Chicago's South Side. 


"That's all anyone can ask for," 


said one neighbor who asked to re- 
main anonymous. "And it will come; 
justice always comes for the in- 
nocent." 


THE FIRST MAJOR step in the 


quest for justice will comt today in the 
Cook County courtroom of Judge 
James M. Bailey. 


Detector reports 


It is in Bailey's courtroom that 


opening arguments in the murder 
case against Mrs. Anderson's accused 
killer, Marion Logan, are expected to 
begin after the final four members of 
the 12-member jury are chosen. 


Logan, a Chicago carpenter is 


charged with killing Mrs. Anderson, 
986 Cambridge Dr., and wounding her 
husband on June 13, 1976, after their 
car was forced off the Dan Ryan Ex- 
pressway in a heavy rainstorm and 
was stranded on the South Side. Three 
of the family's six children witnessed 
the shooting. 


Logan, 31, allegedly was among a 


gang of men that approached Ander- 
son's car demanding money. 


WHAT FOLLOWED was described 


by Chicago police as a tragic example 
of random violence, brought on by ra- 
cial isolation and-frustration. 


As the Andersons and their children 


sat stalled beneath a viaduct near 
G9th Street, a gang approached them 
and demanded $10. Anderson refused 
and Logan allegedly shot him in the 
neck and shot and killed his wife. 


Today the tragedy still' causes be- 


wilderment and grief in those close to 


the Andersons. Why the senseless kill- 
ing, and why the fluke circumstances 
that put the Andersons at the South 
Side intersection at the very moment 
•a killer passed by? 


In his own grief, the Bev. John Do- 


herty of St. Edna's Catholic Church in 
Arlington Heights who buried Mrs. 
Anderson, said he couldn't answer the 
questions. 


"They whys have challenged the 


wisdom and the providence and the 
love of an Almighty God," Father Do- 
herty said. 


"Anybody who spoke of Phyllis in 


'Peking scraps Maoist 
theory for production' 


TAIPEI. Taiwan (UPI) - A Chi- 


nese air force pilot who defected to 
Taiwan said Monday the new regime 
in Peking has scrapped fundamental 
Maoist theory to combat severe food 
shortages and the radical influence of 
the "Gang of Four." leaving the mas- 
ses bewildered. 


Fan Yuan-yen said he was surprised 


the West knew so little of the "miser- 
able life" on the Chinese mainland. 


Hunger is so widespread, he said, 


that "children even fought the pigs 
for the food which we knew was unfit 
for human beings." 


Fan. a former squadron leader who 


flew his MIG-19 to Taiwan on July 7, 
said the new Communist leadership 


under Hua Kuo-feng is stressing pro- 
el u c t i o n over revolutonary class 
struggle in a total break with the 
teachings of the late Chairman Mao 
Tse-tung. 


IN AN INTERVIEW with UPI, Fan 


said: "Pin Ming Shen Chan (sacrifice 
life to produce) is the new slogan. 
Right now, the people there are being 
taught to increae their production in 
whatever field they are working." 


Fan said the shift in policy has con- 


fused the masses, who recall Mao's 
instructions that "the theory of pro- 
duction first" must be shunned as 
"the road to capitalism." 


Fan, 41, smartly turned out in his 


new uniform of a lieutenant colonel in 


the Nationalist Chinese air force, said 
Hua altered Mao's theory to revive an 
economy left in chaos by the doctri- 
naire rule of the "Gang of Four" led 
by Mao's widow, Chiang Ching. 


However, Fan said, the new policy 


appears to be failing since food short- 
ages have caused the masses to lose 
confidence in the Communist party. 


Mass suffering contributed to his 


decision to defect, the pilot said.

group of children and old folks would 
gather around to wait for leftovers, 
Fan said.

3 cops linked to vehicle violations 


At least three members of the Des 


Plaines police force have not pur- 
chased municipal vehicle stickers for 
1977. 


The exact number of patrolmen who 


should have purchased vehicle sti- 
ckers — but did not — has not been 
determined, but a check last Thurs- 
day by Des Plaines police officials re- 
vealed at least three patrolmen's cars 
•in the parking lot did not have valid 
municipal or Cook County stickers. 


A Herald check of the police park- 


i ing lot, 1420 Miner St., found five cars 
displaying Illinois Police Assn. sti- 
ckers and/or Combined Counties Po- 
lice Assn. stickers but no county or 
municipal stickers., 


If a Des Plaines patrolman living in 


the city is found with his car not hav- 
ing a city sticker, there will be an 
immediate arrest. 


"IF HE (the patrolman) lives m our 


town, we'll ticket him and he'll pay 
the fine. It wouldn't be the first 
time," Des Plaines Police Chief Ar- 
thur Hintz said. "Those people are no 
better than we are. People buy them 
(stickers), I buy them." 


But there is a jurisdictional problem 


with forcing police who do not live in 
Des Plaines to buy vehicle stickers 
from their community, said Capt. 
Dale Mensching, who discovered the 
three stickerless cars last week. 


Half of the Des Plaines police force, 


46 of 93 sworn personnel, do not live, 
in the city's municipal limits and are 


exempt from the municipal ordinance 
requiring that vehicle stickers be pur- 
chased and displayed.

In the case of the three cars found 


last week, Mensching said none of the 
owners were trom Des Plaines and 
therefore could not be ticketed, even 
though the cars were registered in 
municipalities requiring vehicle sti- 
ckers. 


"OUR JURISDICTION extends only 


to our own residents," Mensching said 
Monday.

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Move to close 
Wood School 
nixed 3-3 


A move to immediately close Wood 


School, 255 B. Elk Grove Blvd., Elk 
Grove Village Monday night was de- 
feated by the Elk Grove Township 
Dist. S9 Board of Education. 


Six weeks before the school year is 


to begin, board member Richard 
Stamm called for immediate closing 
of Wood and the transfer of students 
and teachers to Cleamont School, 380 
Clearmont Dr., Elk Grove Village. 


The motion failed, however, in a 3-3 


tie vote. Stamm, Board Pres. Harold 
Harvey, and Paul Kticharski, voted 
for the school closing. Voting against 
the closing were Sharon Chavoen, 
Bmil Bahnmsier and Judith Zanqa. 
Barbara Somogyl was absent. 


Stamm's suggestion to close Wood 


School modified his earlier plan to 
shut down three schools by Septem- 
ber. Two weeks ago Stamm urged the 
board to close Wood, Hopkins school 
in Elk Grove Village, and High Ridge 
Knolls in Des Plaines to offset declin- 
ing enrollment in the district. 


THE SWIFT CLOSING of Wood was 


recommended, Stamm said, because 
it is "the easiest one to close." With 
206 students it has the fewest number 
of children to move, and the students 
could be absorbed by Clearmont 
School, he said. The Elk Grove Park 
District also has expressed interest in 
purchasing Wood if the board decides 
to sell it, Stamm said. 


Stamm said he wants a school shut 


by September because a school clos- 
ing in Dist. 59 "is way, way overdue." 
Since February, Dist. 59 adminis- 
trators have predicted that the dis- 
trict will lose about 38 per cent of its 
almost 10.000 students by 1986-87. 


Stamm's proposal met stiff opposi- 


tion from administrators and many of 
the 10 spectators at Monday's meeting 
as well as from Bahnmaier and Mrs. 
Zanea. 
SUPT. ROGER Bardwell warned that 
the harm and "rushing into this kind 
of decision" would outweigh the ap- 
proximately $50,000 savings in an im- 
mediate school cicosing.

MSD Comr. Foster to aid blasting victims 


A Metropolitan Sanitary District 


commissioner Monday said Mount 
Prospect and Des Plaines residents 
are not getting enough help from the 
MSD in solving problems caused by 
blasting for the deep-tunnel sewage 
treatment project and will investigate 
property damage claims herself. 


"I get the feeling the district does 


not want to be involved," said MSD 
Comr. Deloris M. Foster, who will be 
in Mount Prospect today touring 
homes damaged by the underground 
dynamite blasts. "I'm going to try to 
pursue it myself. I want to see the 
damage firsthand." 


Some MSD officials already have 


been in Mount Prospect and Des 
Plaines checking out claims by resi- 
dents that work on the multi-million 
dollar sewer project has caused struc- 
tural damage to their homes and 
breakdowns of their private wells. 
However, Mrs. Foster earlier this 
month missed a tour of several homes 
near 
the 
deep-tunnel construction 


sites. Her MSD Board 
colleagues 


Richard Troy and Joanne Alter have 
seen the damage, 


"I'M COMING OUT because I was 


unable to be out there before," Mrs. 


Foster said. "I want to try to .get 
some redress for the people out there. 
They've got a lot more blasting to do 
out there and I want to keep my eye 
on. the situation to make sure Bitu- 
minous (Casualty Co., Chicago) lives 
up to what, they said." 


Bituminous, insurers for the James 


McHugh Construction Co. which is re- 
sponsible for part of the deep-tunnel 
work, continually has denied claims 
by residents that the blasting is the 
cause of cracked plaster, broken win- 
dows and other structural damage to 
their homes. 


MSD officials met last week with 


representatives of Bituminous 
and 


McHugh in an attempt to resolve the 
liability problem. Mrs. Foster, how- 
ever, was not satisfied with the out- 
come of the meeting and said, "There 
didn't seem to be a lot of pressure" 
put on the contractor or its insurance 
agent. 


Bituminous agreed 
to reevaluate 


claims, among the 53 filed by Mount 
Prospect residents, which are under 
$150. The firm will ask residents 
whose property damage exceeds $150 
to settle their claims with their indi- 
vidual homeowners insurance com- 


panies. 


"It might'*be a good move," Mrs. 


•Foster said., "I don't know. It gives 
those companies a chance to arbitrate 
with Bituminous" if their homeowners 
-policies do not cover damage from 
dynamiting. 


MRS. FOSTER SAID she sees three 


alternatives for the residents if the 
run-around does not end soon. "They 
could file a lawsuit, which would 
probably take years before it would 
be settled in court," she said.

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Anderson friends await court justice

All they want now is justice. 
That's what friends and neighbors 


of Phyllis Anderson say they are 
awaiting, more than a year after the 
51-year-old Buffalo Grove woman was 
killed on Chicago's South Side.

pressway in a heavy rainstorm and 
was stranded on the South Side. Three 
of the family's six children witnessed 
the shooting. 


Logan, 31, allegedly was among a 


gang of men that approached Ander- 
son's car demanding money. 


WHAT FOLLOWED was described 


by Chicago police as a tragic example 
of random-violence, brought on by ra- 
cial isolation and frustration. 


As the Andersons and their children 


sat stalled' beneath a viaduct near 
69th Street, ,a gang approached them 
and demanded $10. Anderson refused 
and Logan allegedly shot him in the 
neck and shot and killed his wife.

Childerly, Chevy Chase future set

A year ago, the future looked bleak 


for'the Childerly Retreat Home site 
and the Chevy .Chase Golf Course. 


Clu'Iderly, a 10-acre site at 506 


McHenry Rd., was deteriorating as 
Wheeling Park District officials at- 
tempted to conclude lengthy negotia- 
tions with the owner, the Calvert 
Foundation of Chicago. Many of the 
historical buildings, including a chap- 
el built in 1825, were crumbling from 
Tack of maintenance. 
-Chevy Chase, the 128-acre 
golf 


•course at 1003 N. Milwaukee Ave., 
Vernon Township, faced another type 
of danger. The William Johnson fami- 
ly, owners of the golf course, were no 
longer able to maintain the property. 


Industrial and 
multi-family devel- 


opments were being proposed for the 
land, one of the few large areas of 
open recreational space left in the 
area. 


TODAY, AFTER passage of a $3.7 


million bond referendum in March 
and hard work by officials of the 
Wheeling Park 
District 
and the 


Wheeling Historical Society, the pros- 
pects for both Childerly and Chevy 
Chase have changed drastically. The 
park district recently completed pur- 
chase of both pieces of land and im- 
provements are under way. 


Park employes are making repairs 


to the fairways and greens at the golf 
course and trimming trees, removing 
old fences and cleaning up the 


grounds at Childerly. ~ 


"We're also doing a thorough re- 


view of the buildings and making a 
checklist of items to be accomplished. 
We're trying to determine what needs 
to be done and if, in fact, we can do it 
ourselves," said Park Supt. David 
Phillips. 


Phillips said work on the buildings 


"is not something that ,will happen 
overnight," but that interior work will 
begin in the fall. 


"WE HOPE TO have everything 


completed by next spring. We're go- 
ing to take one building at a time and 
there's a lot of work to be done," he 
said. 


The historical society will be work- 


ing with park officials to restore the 


historical aspects of both Childerly 
and Chevy Chase. Shirley Koeppen, 
historical society member, said a fund 
has been set aside for several years 
for restoration of historical buildings 
at the Cliilderly site. Most of the funds 
were raised at the society's annual 
Brat and Beer Fest. 


"We always put money aside for the 


Childerly fund earmarked for restora- 
tion of the chapel and log cabin," she 
said. 


The Childerly Retreat House has 


been an important part of Wheeling's 
history for nearly 70 years. It has 
served as a country home, a haven 
for widows and orphans and a reli- 
gious retreat since it was purchased

Shakedown scandal pair 
suing over partnership 


Childerly restoration under way

Two central figures in the 1974 


Wheeling shakedown scandal 
are 


suing each other over a business part- 
nership which was a key factor in the 
federal investigation that uncovered 
village corruption. 


The federal' lawsuit involves former 


Trustees William 0. Hart and the late. 
Michael J. Vafenza, who died in De- 
cember. The two were partners in 
Night and Day Electric Sign Co., 61 S. 
Milwaukee Ave., a;business whose es- 
tablishment helped lead federal au- 
thorities to the extortion pattern that 
riddled village zoning affairs in the 
late 1960s and early 1970s. 


The suit,,: brought by Hart, charges 


that Valenza and several others de- 
frauded'.him of $20,000 when Valenza 
sold the business property to collect 
on a .debt Hart owed him. It asks a 
total of $60,000 in damages. 


BEFORE HIS DEATH, however, 


Valenza countersued, charging Hart 
failed to pay back rent on the facility 
and had removed fixtures worth $2,500 
from the business. Valenza's counter- 
claim seeks more than $12,000 in dam- 
ages. 


The suit is awaiting trial before 


U . S . D i s t r i c t Judge Thomas 
McMillan. 


The case has surfaced since being 


transferred to the federal circuit here 
from, the Southern District of Texas. 
Hart originally had filed the suit there 
March 25, 197G while he was living in 
Harris County, Tex. 


Hart, wlio has been sought in con- 


nection with a pending village lawsuit 
against those involved in the 1974 
scandal, is no longer in Texas and his 
whereabouts remain unknown. 


A SPOKESMAN FOR a Houston, 


Tex. lawyer representing Hart de- 
clined Monday to reveal where he is 
now living except to say he is no long- 
er in Texas. 


The spokesman for attorney George 


M. Bishop added the lawyer was una- 
ware of Valenza's death but said the 
suit 
would probably 
be 
pursued 


against his estate. 


Laurence Kallen, attorney handling 


the late Valenza's countersuit, could 
not be reached for comment Monday. 


The Hart-Valenza partnership in 


Night and Day Sign Co. became a link

in the 1974 federal investigation into 
village activities and played a direct 
role in Hart's arrest for extortion. 


HART HAD OWNED Duo Sign Co. 


of Wheeling, which he sold in 1970 to 
Bernard Wasmer. The sale price in- 
cluded an extra $5,000 for Hart's 
agreement to a "no compete" clause 
that he would not open another sign 
company within 75 miles of Wheeling. 


But Hart and Valenza later opened 


Night and Day Sign Co. and threat- 
ened to exert 
political pressure 


against Wasmer if he attempted to en- 
force the "no compete" clause. 


Hart pleaded guilty in 1974 to con- 


spiracy to commit extortion to nullify 
the agreement with Wasmer and was 
sentenced to one year probation. 


Valenza pleaded guilty in 1974 to 


several charges of conspiracy to com- 
mit extortion and was sentenced to 
nine months in prison. 


HART'S PENDING lawsuit names 


as defendants Valenza, the Wheeling 
Trust and Savings Bzfnk, which held 
the property mortgage, and Mr. and 
Mrs. Fred J. Leu, purchasers of the 
property. 


According to the suit, Hart on May 1, 


1973 entered into a security agree- 
ment with Valenza to use liis share of 
the sign company to secure payment 
of a $10,000 debt owed to Valenza. 
Hart's suit contends the debt note was 
not due until May 1, 1976 but "for un- 
known reasons" Valenza .on April 29, 
1975 sold the property for $65,000 to 
the Leus, taking Hart's share. 


Hart's suit seeks $20,000 as his 


share of the sale plus $40,000 in other 
damages. 


The late Valenza's counterclaim, 


filed Oct. 7, 1976, charges that Hart 
failed to meet rent payments, the last

payment coming fro the' month of 
April, 1974. 


IT CONTENDS Valenza was the 


"sole beneficiary" of the property at 
the time of the sale, saying Valenza 
foreclosed on Hart's half of the busi- 
ness on Jan. 28, 1975 when he paid a 
$4,069 mortgage due. 


Valenza's counterclaim seeks as 


damages $6,600 in unpaid rent; $2,500 
for fixtures Hart allegedly removed; 
$2,034 for mortgage and interest due; 
$1,000 for damages to fixtures and 5 
per cent in interest on the unpaid 
rent. 


Hart, Valenza and Wasmer were 


named by the village in' a -lawsuit 
seeking to recoup $1 million from 
those connected with the 1974 shake- 
down scandal, although Valenza and 
Wasmer have since been dropped 
from the action. 


The suit is scheduled for a hearing 


Thursday before Cook County Circuit 
Court Judge John F. Hechinger. 


OTHERS NAMED IN the suit in- 


cluded James Stavros, the central fig- 
ure in the scandal, and former village 
Building Director 
William Bieber, 


both of whom pleaded guilty to ex- 
tortion charges. 


Valenza was dropped from the mat- 


ter following his death, and Wasmer 
was dropped because the village was 
unable to locate Hart, the only person 
officials said couJd connect Wasmer to 
the sign company shakedown. 


The suit accused Wasmer of in- 


ducing Hart to breach his public trust 
when he failed to press for enforce- 
ment of the "no compete" agreement.

to vehicle tag violations 


At least three members of the Des 


PUiint'j police force have not pur- 
chased municipal vehicle stickers for 
1977. 


The exact number of patrolmen who 


should have purchased vehicle sti- 
ckers — but did not — has not been 
determined, but a check last Thurs- 
day by DOS Plaines police officials re- 
veuleci at least three patrolmen's cars 
in the parking lot did hot have valid 
municipal or Cook County stickers. 


A Herald check of the police park- 


ing lot, 1420 Miner St., found five cars 
displaying Illinois Police Assn. sti- 
ckers and'or Combined Counties Po- 
lice Assn. stickers but no county or 
municipal stickers. 


If a Des Plaines patrolman living in 


the city is found with his c;ir not hav- 
ing a city sticker, there will be an 
immediate arrest. 


"IF HE (the p.'itrolnmn> lives in our 


town, we'll ticket him and he'll pay 


the fine, it shouldn't be the first 
time,1' Des Plaines Police Clu'ef Ar- 
thur Hintz said. "Those people are no 
better than we are. People buy them 
(stickers), I buy them." 


But there is a jurisdictional problem 


with forcing police who do not live in 
Des Plaines to buy vehicle stickers 
from their community, said Capt. 
Dale Mensching, who discovered the 
three stickerless cars last week. 


Half of the Des Plaines police force, 


•16 of 93 sworn personnel, do not live 
in the city's municipal limits and are 
exempt from the municipal ordinance 
requiring that vehicle stickers be pur- 
chased and displayed. 


In the case of the three cars found 


last week, Mensching said none of the 
owners were from Des Plaines and 
therefore could not be ticketed, even 
though the cars were registered in 
municipalities requiring vehicle sti- 
ckers.

Lt. James Roel, who- admits the 


non-purchase of stickers by police of- 
ficers is his pet peeve, said the prac- 
tice of not bothering with the stickers 
"is not all that common, but it's be- 
coming more common everyday.

"I'll go 
through. parking lots and see cars 
with IPA slickers, CCPA stickers, 
American Flag decals, American Le- 
gion clecals, all put, there by a driver 
thinking that a cop won't have time to 
look and read the patch. Those really 
flip me out." 


Roel said he still urges his men at 


roHcall. to make sure, they have pur- 
chased municipal stickers if they live 
in towns requiring.them. 


BUT CAPT. MENSCHING said -pa- 


trolmen will get no urging from him 
to perform a civic. duty they should 
perform voluntarily.

"I'm not going to'hold the hands of 


police officers here and ask them indi- 
vidually if they bought their city sti- 
ckers like good boys and 'girls," he 
said.' "If they get ticketed and get into 
trouble for no^ buying the stickers, 
then their own stupidity caused it."

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Anderson friends await court justice

All they want now is justice. 
That's what friends and neighbors 


of Phyllis Anderson say they are 
awaiting, more than a year after the 
51-year-old Buffalo Grove woman, was 
killed on Chicago's South Side. 


"That's all anyone can ask for," 


said one neighbor who asked to re- 
main anonymous. "And it will come: 
justice always comes for the in- 
nocent." 


THE FIRST MAJOR Step in the 


quest for justice will come today in the 
Cook County courtroom of Judge 
James M. Bailey. 


It is in Bailey's courtroom that 


opening arguments in the murder 
case against Mrs. Anderson's accused 
killer, Marion Logan, are expected to 
begin after the final four members of 
the 12-member jury are chosen. 


Logan, 
a 
Chicago carpenter 
is 


charged with killing Mrs. Anderson, 
986 Cambridge Dr., and wounding her 
husband on June 13, 1976, after their 
car was forced off the Dan Ryan Ex- 
pressway in a heavy rainstorm and 
was stranded on the South Side. Three 
of the family's six children witnessed 
the shooting. 


Logan, 3t, allegedly was among a 


gang of men that approached Ander- 
son's car demanding money. 


WHAT FOLLOWED was described 


by Chicago police as a tragic example 
of random violence, brought on by ra- 
cial isolation and frustration, 


As the Andersons and their children 


sat stalled beneath a viaduct near 
69th Street, a gang approached them 
and demanded $10. -Anderson refused 
and Logan allegedly shot him in the 
neck and shot and killed his wife. 


Today the tragedy still causes be- 


wilderment and grief in those close to 


the Andersons. Why the senseless kill- 
ing, and why the fluke circumstances 
that put the Andersons at the South 
Side intersection at the very moment 
a killer passed by? 


In his own grief, the Rev. John Do- 


herty of St. Edna's Catholic Church in 
Arlington Heights who buried Mrs. 
Anderson, said he couldn't answer the 
questions. 


"They whys have challenged the 


wisdom and the providence and the 
love of an Almighty God," Father Do- 
herty said. 


"Anybody \vlio spoke of Phyllis in 


anything but glowing terms would not 
be giving her enough credit," he said. 
"My, what a fine woman and mother 
and wife, she was . . . a trinity of 
goodness in each of her major roles." 


MRS. ANDERSON was active in the 


parish women's club and the annual 
parish picnic, said Father Doherty. 
He called the Andersons model par- 
ishioners. 


"We couldn't have known a better 


woman," the neighbor said. "And the 
memories are all too clear." 


He said he remembers a newspaper 


reporter calling him early the morn- 


ing after Mrs. Anderson was killed. 


"I originally thought the call was a 


prank. Nothing like this could have 
happened," the neighbor said. "Then 
when the suu came up, and I saw 
rows of faces outside in the streets, 
all with bewildered looks, my stomach 
began to turn. It was then I knew 
against belief that the news was 
true."

Fan. a former squadron leader who 


flew his MIG-19 to Taiwan on July 7. 
said the new Communist leadership 


under llua Kuo-feng is stressing pro- 
d it c t L o n over revolutonary class 
struggle in a total break with Lhe 
teachings of Ihe late Chairman Mao 
Tse-tung. 


IN AN INTERVIEW with UPI, Fan 


said: "Pin Ming Shen Chan (sacrifice 
life to produce) is the new slogan. 
Right now. the people there are being 
taught to increae their production in 
whatever field they are working." 


Fan said the shift in policy has con- 


fused the masses, who recall Mao's 
instructions that "the theory of pro- 
duction first" must be shunned as 
"the road to capitalism." 


Fan, 41, smartly turned out in liis 


new uniform of a lieutenant colonel in 


the Nationalist Chinese air force, said 
Hua altered Mao's theory to revive an 
economy left in chaos by the doctri- 
naire rule of the "Gang of Four" led 
by Mao's widow, Chiang Ching. 


However, Fan said, the new policy 


appears to be failing since food short- 
ages have caused the masses to lose 
confidence in the Communist party.

TODAY. AFTER passage of a $3.7 


million bond referendum in March 
and hard work by officials of the 
Wheeling 
Park 
District and 
the 


Wheeling Historical Society, the pros- 
pects for both Childerly and Chevy 
Chase have changed drastically. The 
park district recently completed pur- 
chase of both pieces of land and im- 
provements are under way. 


Park employes are making repairs 


to the fairways and greens at the golf 
course and trimming trees, removing 
old 
fences 
and 
cleaning up 
the 


grounds at Childerly. 


"We're also doing a thorough re- 


view of the buildings and making a 
checklist of items to be accomplished. 
We're trying to determine what needs 
to be clone and if, in fact, we can do it 
ourselves," said Park Supt.

Seniors' bus to visit shop centers 


Beginning Aug. l, the Elk Grove 


Township's senior citizens bus will 
cross township boundaries for runs to 
the Woodfield and Randhursl shop- 
ping centers as well as to the shop- 
ping districts of Arlington Heights and 
Rolling Meadows. 


The new system will provide free 


service to areas not covered by the 
township's existing dial-a-bus service 
and will feature regular bus stops and 
time schedules between 9 a.m. and 4 
p.m. three days a week. 


The schedule calls for runs to Wood- 


field Mondays, Tuesdays and Wednes- 
days and to the Randhurst and Mount 
Prospect 
Plaza 
shopping 
centers 


Tuesdays and Wednesdays. 


ON WEDNESDAYS, the bus routes 


will include stops near the Chicago 
and North Western train station in Ar- 
lington Heights and at Crawford's 
Dept. Store in Rolling Meadows. 


By providing for trips to places out- 


side Elk Grove Township, the bus sys- 
tem will provide access to businesses 
and transportation^ not easily avail- 
able to the elderly in Elk Grove Town- 
ship, said Nita Stamm, township of- 
fice manager. 


Currently, senior citizens can get 


door-to-door service 
by using the 


existing dial-a-bus system, but are 
limited to rides within the township 
except for special trips to shopping 
centers. 


The bus will be operated by Subur- 


ban Shuttle System Inc., which oper- 


ates a similar system in Wheeling 
Township. 


Under a cooperative arrangement 


between the township boards of Elk 
Grove and Wheeling, the townships 
will split the cost of the service. 


THE PROGRAM WILL begin a 


three-month trial period Aug. 1 and

whether to continue it a's it is, expand 
or drop it after the trial period is 
over, Mrs. Stamm said. 


The township board 
of trustees 


chose the system because of the de- 
mand for more' transportation by se- 
nior citizens and the attractiveness of 
a bus system providing longer routes, 
Mrs. Stamm said. 


"Every meeting we go to, the senior 


citizens are asking for more trans- 
portation," she said. 


Each township will spend $55 a day 


in revenue-sharing funds provided by 
the federal government to finance the 
service, Mrs. Stamm said. Elk Grove 
Township, has set aside $15,000 for the 
bus service. 


Senior citizens wishing to ride the 


bus should stand on a corner at the 
specific time listed in the schedule, 
Mrs. Stamm said. The driver will 
make every attempt to stop for senior 
citizens waiting on the wrong corner 
near a bus stop, she said. 


The bus will not run ahead of sched- 


ule and won't leave anyone stranded, 
she said, but it can't accommodate

3 cops linked to vehicle violations 


At least three members of the Des 


Plaines police force have not pur- 
chased municipal vehicle stickers for 
1DTT. 


The exact number of patrolmen who 


should have purchased vehicle sti- 
ckers — but did not — has not been 
determined, but a check last Thurs- 
day by Des Plaines police officials re- 
vealed at least three patrolmen's cars 
in the parking lot did not have valid 
municipal or Cook County stickers. 


A Herald check of the police park- 


ing lot, 1420 Minor St., found five cars 
displaying Illinois Police Assn. sti- 
ckers and/or Combined Counties Po- 
lice Assn. stickers but no county or 
municipal stickers. 


If a Des Plaines patrolman living in 


the city is found with his car not hav- 
ing a city sticker, there will be an 
immediate arrest. 


"IF HE (the patrolman) lives in our 


town, we'll ticket him and he'll pay 
the fine. It wouldn't be the first 
time," Des Plaines Police Chief Ar- 
thur Hintz said. "Those people are no 
better than wo are. People buy them 
(stickers), I buy them." 


But there is a jurisdictional problem 


with forcing police who do not live in 
Des Plaines to buy vehicle stickers 
from their community, said Capt. 
Dale Mensching, who discovered the 
three stickerless cars last week. 


Half of the Des Plaines police force, 


46 of 93 sworn personnel, do not live 
in the city's municipal limits and are 
exempt from the municipal ordinance 
requiring that vehicle stickers be pur- 
chased and displayed. 


In the case of the three cars found 


last week, Meiisching said none of the 
owners were from Des Plaines and 
therefore could not be ticketed, even 
though the cars were registered in 
municipalities requiring vehicle sti- 
ckers. 


"OUR JURISDICTION extends only 


to our own residents," Mensching said 
Monday. 


Lt. James Roel, who admits the 


non-purchase of stickers by police of- 
ficers is his pet peeve, said the prac- 
tice of not bothering with the stickers 
"is not all that common, but it's be- 
coming more common everyday. It's 
a growing kind of thing." 


Roel said there are very few areas 


in Cook County that do not require 
municipal stickers. He could not cite 
any which do not. And if a policeman 
lives in an unincorporated, area of the 
county, he pays a wheel tax and dis- 
plays a Cook County sticker in place 
of the municipal one, he said. 


"It kills me how far some people 


will go to avoid getting a ticket for no 
city sticker," Roel said. "I'll 
go 


through parking lots and see cars 
with IPA stickers, CCPA stickers, 
American Flag decals, American Le- 
gion decals, all put there by a driver 
thinking that a cop won't have time to 
look and read the patch. Those really 
flip me out." 


Roel Said he still urges his men at 


rollcall to make sure they have pur- 
chased municipal stickers if they live 
in towns requiring them. 


BUT CAPT. MENSCHING said pa- 


trolmen will get no urging from him 
to perform a civic duty they should 
perform voluntarily. 


"I'm not going to hold the hands of 


police officers here and ask them indi- 
vidually'if they bought their city sti- 


ckers like good boys and girls," he 
said. "If they get ticketed and get into 
trouble for not buying the stickers, 
then their own stupidity caused it."

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Anderson friends await court justice

Alt they want now is justice.

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Higher tax

The impact ot this year's tax reas- 


sessment in Palatine Township is 
starting to come home to Palatine 
and Rolling Meadows residents, some 
of whom have received bills showing 
increases as great as SO per cent. 


Palatine Township Assessor Ber- 


nard B. Pedersen, who met with sev- 
eral irate residents Monday to discuss 
complaints about tax bills, said an in- 
crease of "$90 to $100 is pretty com- 
mon" on tax bills this year. 


"In Rolling Meadows, they seem to 


have gone up more, about $170 or so," 
he said.

Police officers 
linked to auto tag violations 


At least three members of the Des 


Plaines police force have not pur- 
chased municipal vehicle stickers for 
1977. 


The exact number of patrolmen who 


should have purchased vehicle sti- 
ckers — but did not — has not been 
determined, but a check last Thurs- 
day by Des Plaines police officials re- 
vealed at least tliree patrolmen's cars 
in the parking lot did not have valid 
municipal or Cook County stickers.

But there is a jurisdictional problem 


with forcing police who do not live in 
Des Plaines to buy vehicle stickers 
from their community, said Capt.

Peking Maoism lost to production 


TAIPEI, Taiwan (UPI) - A Chi- 


nese air force pilot who defected to 
Taiwan said Monday the new regime 
in' Peking has scrapped fundamental 
Maoist theory to combat severe food 
shortages and the radical influence of 
the "Gang of Four!" leaving the mas- 
ses bewildered. 


Fan Yuan-yen said lie was surprised 


the West knew so little of the "miser- 
able life" on the Chinese mainland. 


Hunger is so widespread, he said, 


that "children even fought the pigs 


for the food which we knew was unfit 
for human beings." 


Fan, a former squadron leader who 


flew his MfG-19 to Taiwan on July 7, 
said the new Communist leadership 
under Hua Kuo-feng is stressing pro- 
d u c t i o n over revolutonary class 
struggle in a total break with the 
teachings of the late Chairman Mao 
Tse-tung. 


IN AN INTERVIEW with UPI, Fan 


said: "Pin Ming Shen Chan (sacrifice 
life to produce) is the new slogan. 


Right now, the people there are being 
taught to increae their production in 
whatever field they are working." 


Fan said the shift in policy has con- 


fused the masses, who recall Mao's 
instructions that "the theory of pro- 
duction first" must be shunned as 
"the road to capitalism." 


Fan, 41, smartly turned out in his 


new uniform of a lieutenant colonel in 
the Nationalist Chinese ah- force, said 
Hua altered Mao's theory to revive an 
economy left in chaos by the doctri- 
naire rule of the "Gang of Four" led 


by Mao's widow, Chiang Ching. 


However, Fan said, the new policy 


appears to be failing since food short- 
ages have caused the masses to lose 
confidence in the Communist party. 


Mass suffering contributed to his 


decision to defect, the pilot said.

Wodrich, 73, a 31-year resident of 


Palatine, said he believes it is unfair 
for elderly homeowners to be forced 
to pay taxes on school districts that 
his children no longer attend. He 
added that he remembers the days 
when tax bills were two-digit figures. 


"When I moved here in 1938 I paid 


$47 a year in taxes," he said. 


Pedersen predicted that the rash of 


complaints would continue for about 
two weeks. 


"A lot of them are routine ques- 


tions, they just want an explanation of 
them (tax bills)," he said. 


HE SAID RESIDENTS' tax bills are

N'tght harness racing at Arlington 


Park Race Track was approved Mon- 
day night by the Arlington Heights 
Village Board in return for nn unde- 
termined tax on race track oper- 
ations. 


Joseph Joyce, president of Arlington 


Park-Washington Park Race Trails, 
said the village's support should help 
Arlington Park in its bid for harness 
racing dates it is seeking for this fall. 


Arlington Park has applied for har- 


ness racing dates beginning Oct. 10 
and running through Dec. 31, a total 
of 71 facing dates, with the last seven 
days run for the benefit of charities. 


THE ILLINOIS RACING Board will 


consider 
Arlington Park's 
request 


Aug. 1 along with the applications 
submitted by 10 other corporations. 


The dates originally were awarded 


for Washington Park in Homewood, 
which was destroyed by fire last year. 


Joyce said the harness racing dates 


are needed for Arlington Park to 
show a profit. 


Arlington Park currently operates 


with thoroughbred horse racing about 
four months a year. 


Joyce said harness racing could 


mean $60.000 In additional revenue for 
the village each year through admis- 
sion, sales and hotel taxes. 


At Village Pres. James T. Ryan's 


request. Joyce agreed to negotiate 
with village officials an additional tax 
designed to benefit the village, under 
the condition that the tax not be 
enacted if harness racing dates are 
not awarded to Arlington Park. 
, "I HAVE NO OBJECTION to pay- 
ing my fair share when I'm a benefi- 
ciary," Joyce said. "I would assume 
we'd be able to work out something 
very quickly. The number would be a 
significant number as far as I'm con- 
cerned." Joyce said. 


The most likely tax to be imposed 


on the race track would be a parking 
tax, which was proposed by the vil- 
lige administration last Wednesday. 


The tax proposal was tabled for fur- 
ther study after race track officials 
complained that collection of the tax 
would cause traffic congestion. 


There was no organized opposition 


to the night racing request Monday 
night from Arlington Heights resi- 
dents. In meetings with nearby home- 
owners' groups early this month, resi- 
dents have complained to track offi- 
cials about lighting, traffic and noise. 
Joyce Monday promised to solve all 
three problems by taking the follow- 
ing steps: 


• Install a smaller lighting system 


that will not direct any light beyond 
the boundaries of the race track prop- 
erty; 


• Keep Gate number 1 at Wilke 


Road closed and use only Gate 5 on 
Euclid Avenue and Gate 8 on Rohlw- 
ing Road; 


• Use cleanup machines only on 


mornings following races rather than 
on the same nights. 


Joyce estimated that average at- 


tendance for harness racing would be 
about 6,000 persons — about half the 
a v e r a g e attendance at Arlington 
Park's thoroughbred horse races. 


The request for night racing was 


supported Monday by representatives 
of the Arlington Heights Chamber of 
Commerce and the Illinois Harness 
Horsemen's Assn. 


New Salt Creek budget down 3% 


The appointment of a new attorney 


for the Salt Creek Rural Park District 
is one factor contributing to a reduced 
park district budget for fiscal 1977-78. 


The tentative $214,011 budget and 


appropriation ordinance is expected to 
be approved by the park board at a 
special meeting at 8 p.m. today at 
Rose Park, 530 S. Williams. The new 
budget is about 3 per cent less than 
the 1976-77 budget of $219,970. 


The reduced budget probably will 


have little effect on the park district 
tax rate next year. The current tax 
rate is 29.3 cents per $100 of assessed 
valuation. 


THE PARK DISTRICT will save 


about $3,000 in legal fees this year be- 
cause the board hired Roger Bjorvik 
as the park district attorney. Bjorvik 
will receive a $1,400 retainer fee and 
is budgeted at $1,600 for extra legal 
work for the park district. 


The previous attorney, 
Michael 


Stronberg received a $5,500 retainer 
fee and $500 for extra legal work. 
' 
Roof repairs for the sagging roof at 


the Rose Park Fieldhouse are budg- 
eted for $2,500 as a capital ex- 
penditure. 


OTHER CAPITAL expenditures in 


the 1977-78 budget include a new van- 
bus, $6,300; fire alarm system, $2,500; 
and new flooring, $1,300. 


The park board has earmarked 


$5,300 for site development in the new 
budget, but -specific sites are not list- 
ed. The board is considering construc- 
tion of tennis courts in the Rose Park 
area of the district. 


The total cost of salaries for park 


district personnel runs less in the new 
budget, from' $82,600 in 1976-77 to 
$74,321.' Because nearly the entire 
staff from last year was fired or re- 
signed since the last budget appropria- 
tion in July 1976, normal salary in- 
creases are not part, of the new 
budget. 


Park Director John Turausky is 


earning $15,000 annually. His pre- 
decessor, James DeVos, was earning 
$13,000 annually until he resigned 
from the post in February. 


Fogarty 'sitting on fence9 


in deciding future as chief

After 19 years and two heart at- 


tacks, Thomas Fogarty's future as 
Rolling Meadows' fire chief is uncer- 
tain. 


He'd like to stay around until some 


of the projects he started are finished. 
There's the new fire station he'd like. 
to see built and the expansion of the 
fire prevention bureau. 


But some of Fogarty's doctors be- 


lieve it may be time for the 55-year- 
old chief to step down. 


And (while "my girls would like to 


see their dad stay on as chief," Mrs. 
Fogarty "is concerned because she'd 
like to have me around for awhile," 
he said. 


FOGARTY HIMSELF is "sitting on 


the fence." 


"There are a few things I'd like to 


see completed, but if my doctors say 
I should retire, I'll just have to see 


' they're completed by the next guy, 


whoever that is," Fogarty said. 


FOGARTY HAS BEEN away from 


work since May 4 after being hospital- 
ized for chest pains. In 1973, he suf- 
fered a massive heart attack and was 
revived by paramedics after being de- 
clared clinically dead. 


Next month Fogarty will enter the 


hospital for tests that will determine 
if he should retire or continue as 
chief. If his doctors say he should 
quit, Fogarty will apply for a dis- 
ability pension, and if it is granted, he 
will retire. 


"A lot of people want me to retire," 


Thomas 
Fogarty 


Fogarty said. 
"And some say I 


shouldn't My guys (firefighters) are 
a little concerned about me." 


FOGARTY JOINED the department 


in 1956 as a volunteer firefighter and 
was voted chief by the volunteers in 
1958. In 1967 he was appointed chief 
when the department 
became full- 


time. 


Except for an occasional "dog day," 


Fogarty said he's been feeling fine 
lately. 


"But the doctors are concerned 


about my getting involved in fire 
ground," he said. He explained that 
going into a smoky building closes the 
arteries and this is hazardous to 
someone with a heart condition. 


"If I stayed back at the fire house, 


I'd still be concerned about what's go- 
ing on at the fire ground," he said. 
"And 
I'd probably have a heart at- 


tack that way." 


THOUGH HIS cardiologist wants 


him to quit, two other doctors say he 
should wait until he undergoes final 
tests. 


"I'll just wait until they do the tests 


and leave it in God's hands," Fogarty 
said. 


If Fogarty does retire, it will be up 


to City Mgr. Thomas Palmer to ap- 
point a replacement. Fogarty said he 
had a long talk with Palmer about his 
possible retirement and suggested 
possibilities for a new chief. He de- 
clined to say whom he suggested. 


A fire pension board will determine 


if Fogarty should get his pension. The 
board is made up of the department's 
three lieutenants, Mayor Roland J. 
M e y e r , 
C i t y 
Clerk 
Elizabeth 


Houldsworth and City Treasurer Rob- 
ert Cole. They will make then- deci- 
sion after Fogarty is examined by 
doctors chosen by the board. 


"The only problem will be if there 


are mixed emotions among the doc- 
tors," Fogarty said. 


FOGARTY SUPPORTED the devel- 


opment of a paramedics 
program 


sponsored by Northwest Community 
Hospital, Arlington Heights, in 1972. 
He later credited the program with 
saving his own life. 


"If I'd had the attack a year ear- 


lier, I probably wouldn't be talking to 
you today," he said after his first 
heart attack. 


Fogarty had open heart surgery 


shortly after his attack and had no 
subsequent heart problems until May, 
when his paramedics came to his res- 
cue for the second time in four years. 


Seniors' bus to visit shop centers 


Beginning Aug. 1, the Elk Grove 


Township's senior citizens bus will 
cross township boundaries for runs to 
the Woodfield and Randhurst shop- 
ping centers as well as to the shop- 
ping districts of Arlington Heights and 
Rolling Meadows.

By providing for trips to places out- 


side Elk Grove Township, the bus sys- 
tem will provide access to businesses 
and transportation not easily avail- 
able to the elderly in Elk Grove Town- 
ship, said Nita Stamm, township of- 
fice manager. 


Currently, senior citizens can get 


door-to-door service 
by using the 


existing dial-a-bus system, but are 
limited to rides within the township 
except for special trips to shopping 
centers. 


The bus will be operated by Subur- 


ban Shuttle System Inc., which oper- 
ates a similar system in Wheeling 
Township. 


Under a cooperative arrangement 


between the township boards of Elk 
Grove and Wheeling, the townships 
will split the cost of the service. 


THE PROGRAM WILL begin a 


three-month trial period Aug. 1 and 
Elk 
Grove Township will 
decide 


whether to continue it as it is, expand 
or drop it after the trial period is 
over, Mrs. Stamm said. 


The township board of trustees 


chose the system because of the de- 
mand for more transportation by se- 
nior citizens and the attractiveness of 
a bus system providing longer routes, 
Mrs. Stamm said. 


"Every meeting we go to, the senior 


citizens are asking for more trans- 
portation," she said. 


Each township will spend $55 a day

THE FIRST MAJOR step in the 


quest for justice will come today in the 
Cook County courtroom of Judge 
James M. Bailey. 


It is in Bailey's courtroom that 


opening arguments in the murder 
case against Mrs. Anderson's accused 
killer, Marion Logan, are expected to 
begin after the final four members of 
the 12-member 31117 are chosen. 


Logan, 
a Chicago -carpenter is 


charged with killing Mrs. Anderson, 
986 Cambridge Dr., and wounding her 
husband on June 13, 1976, after their 
car was forced off the Dan Ryan Ex- 
pressway in a heavy rainstorm and 
was stranded on the South Side. Three 
of the Family's six children witnessed 
the shooting. 


Logan, 31, allegedly was among a 


gang of men that approached Ander- 
son's car demanding money. 


WHAT FOLLOWED was described 


by Chicago police as a tragic example 
of random violence, brought on by ra- 
cial isolation and frustration. 


As the Andersons and their children 


sat stalled beneath a viaduct near 
69th Street, a gang approached them 
and demanded $10. Anderson refused 
and Logan allegedly shot him in the 
neck and shot and killed his wife. 


Today the tragedy still causes be- 


wilderment and grief in those close to 


Big tax increase 
shocks residents

The impact of this year's tax reas- 


sessment in Palatine Township is 
starting to come home to Palatine 
and Rolling Meadows residents, some 
of whom have received bills showing 
increases as great as 50 per cent. 


Palatine Township Assessor Ber-

have gone up more, about $170 or so," 


he said. Tax bills begain arriving Fri- 
day in soaie areas of the township. 
Others began arriving Monday. 


Some complaints came from senior 


citizens who wanted to know why they 
did not receive a Homestead reduc- 
tion on their tax bills. The reduction is 
given to persons 65 and older. 


QNE WOMAN, who also asked why 


she did not receive a Homestead re- 
duction, was miffed that her tax bill 
jumped from $350 to .$613. 


The rash of complaints and ques- 


tions were no surprise to workers at 
township hall, 37 N. Plum Grove Rd. 


It's a scene they expect the week af- 
ter residents receive their tax bills. 


But, this year was especially bad 


because while tax rates were going 
down in several cases the actual tax 
bills went up because of the reas- 
sessment of property svithin the town- 
ship. 


"I guess people just don't like to 


pay taxes," said Pedersen, "especial- 
ly when they think they're unfair." 


If the tax bill is in error, it is the 


assessor who helps a resident get the

The two said possibilities include 


"the need for a special prosecutor, 
the possibility of a select committee 
of freshmen to take over the in- 
vestigation, the removal of the pre- 
sent chairman and the release of in- 
formation about Korean gifts and con- 
tributions which should be made pub- 
lic." 


Carter has right 
idea, Crane says 


U.S. Rep. Philip M. Crane, R-12th, 


said Monday the Washington rumor 
factory "is going wild" over allega- 
tions of improper bribes from Korean 
officials. 


But the House Ethics Committee 


seems to be doing a thorough job of 
investigating and there is no evidence 
that either the committee or the jus- 
tice department is trying to cover up 
the matter, he said. 


"The 
committee has interviewed 


over 200 witnesses and one of the rea- 
sons for the seeming lack of action is 
the amount of staff work that's re- 
quired. 


"I know of one case where the com- 


mittee got hold of some shredded 
documents of Tongsun Park and is ac- 
tually involved in gluing together the 
hundreds of shredded pieces," Crane 
said. 


Rumor and public pressure will 


force the House Ethics Committee to 
probe even deeper, Crane said, "if 
only to clear the names of the in- 
nocent." 


Crane also said he approved of Car- 


ter's decision not to name a special 
prosecutor at this time.

MSB official to support victims 


A Metropolitan 
Sanitary District- 


commissioner Monday said Mount 
Prospect and Des Plaines residents 
are not getting enough help from the 
MSD in solving problems caused by 
blasting for the deep-tunnel sewage 
treatment project and will investigate 
property damage claims herself. 


"I get the feeling the district, does 


not want to be involved," said MSD 
Comr. Deloris M Foster, who will be 
in Mount Prospect today touring 
homes damaged by the underground 
dynamite blasts. "I'm going to tryco 
pursue it myself. I want to see the 
damage firsthand." 


Some MSD officials already have 


been in Mount Prospect and Des 
Plaines checking out claims by resi- 


dents that work on the multi-million 
dollar sewer project has caused struc- 
tural damage to their homes and 
breakdowns of their private wells. 
However, Mrs. Foster earlier this 
month missed a lour of several homes 
near 
the 
dcep-amnc! construction 


sites. Her MSD Board colleagues 
Richard Troy and Joanne Alter have 
seen the damage. 
' 


"I'M COMING OUT because 1 was 


unable to be out there before," Mrs. 
Foster said. "I want to try to get 
some redress for the people out there. 
They've got a lot more blasting to do 
out there and I want to keep my eye 
on the situation to make sure Bitu- 
minous (Casualty Co., Chicago) lives 
up to what they said." 


Bituminous, insurers for the James 


McHugh Construction Co. which is re- 
sponsible for-part of the deej>tunnel 
work, continually has denied claims 
by residents that the blasting is the 
cause of cracked plaster, broken win- 
dows and other structural damage to 
their homes. 


MSD officials met last week with 


representatives of Bituminous and 
McHugh in an attempt to resolve the 
liability problem. Mrs. Foster, how- 
ever, was not satisfied with the out- 
come of the meeting anc1 said, "There 
didn't seem to be a lot of pressure" 
put on the contractor or its insurance 
agent. 


Bituminous agreed 'to reevaluate 


claims, among the 53 filed by Mount 


Prospect residents, which are under 
$150. The firm will ask residents 
whose property damage exceeds $150 
to settle their claims with their indi- 
vidual homeowners insurance com- 
panies. 


"It might be a good move." Mrs. 


Foster said. "I don't know. It gives 
those companies a chance to' arbitrate 
with Bituminous" if their homeowners 
policies do not cover damage from 
dynamiting. 


MBS. FOSTER SAID she sees three 


alternatives for the residents if the 
run-around does not end soon. "They 
could file a lawsuit, which would 
probably take years before it would 
be settled in court," she said. "They

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Oilman resignation told, 
business reasons cited 


The resignation of Prospect Heights 


Aid. Frederick E. Oilman, the only 
representative from the city's east 
side, was announced Monday night. 


Mayor Richard Wolf made the an- 


nouncement at the city council meet- 
Ing for Oilman, who could not attend 
because of commitments. 


Those business responsibilities have 


led to his absence at every council 
meeting for th past two months, and 
numerous meetings in the past year. 
For that reason, Gilman said in a let- 
ter, he decided to resign. 


"SINCE STARTING this endeavor 


over a year ago, my job with OAF 
has changed radically and is now tak- 
ing all my waking time," said Gil- 
man, 38. "I do not feel I can devote 
the necessary time to do a good job of 
alderman and therefore feel it is bet- 
ter to let someone else handle the po- 
sition." 


Gilman Is a regional sales manager 


at GAF (General Aniline Film) Chi- 
cago. He resides at 1174 Cove Dr. in 
the Quincy Park subdivision, which 
lies on Prospect Heights' east side 
and is its only multi-family district. 


"I regret he had to turn hi his resig- 


nation. I feel we very definitely need 
representation from his area," Wolf 
said. "I would like to see representa-

tion from all sectors of the commu- 
nity." 


Wolf said he hopes to find a replace- 


ment for Gilman from that same 
area. He will appoint, with council ap- 
proval, an alderman to complete Gil- 
man's term. 


Oilman won election to a three-year 


term on the city council in May 1976 
after a Cook County Circuit Court 
canvass'Showed him the winner over 
Robert T. Perkowitz by only three 
votes. A canvass of the votes by Cir- 
cuit Court Judge Harry G. Comerford 
showed Gilman with 845 votes to Per- 
kowitz, 842 in the race for the eighth 
and final city council post. 


Prospect Hts. adopts zoning code 


The Prospect Heights City Council 


Monday night adopted a zoning code. 


The city council unanimously ap- 


proved a thick book of regulations, 
which city officials attempted to tailor 
to what residents term the city's 
"country-like atmosphere." 


Minimum half-acre residential lots 


of 80 per cent of the city were estab- 
lished in the code. 


BUSINESS ZONING IS limited to 


small areas at busy intersections, al- 
though regulations on home business- 
es are fairly lax compared to neigh- 
boring towns. 


The code met with a packed room 


of 300 protesters when first introduced 
by the zoning commission in March. 
They objected to laws governing vari- 
ous special interests — parking of rec- 
reational vehicles and trucks, home 
businesses and landscaping. 


All those areas were liberalized by 


the commission after the protest. At a 
second session with the public in 
June, few persons attended to com- 
plain about the loser revisions. 


A small group of residents at that 


time asked that parking of recreation- 
al vehicles be regulated by length in- 
stead of weight. 


IN A FEW last-minute changes, the 


council agreed to the switch. It will 
allow up to two 22-foot recreational 
vehicles to be parked in a driveway, 
buildable sideyard or backyard. One 
recreational vehicle up to 32-feet may 
be parked in the same areas, but it 
must be screened if placed in the 
driveway. 


The 
council emphasized 
zoning 


regulations can be changed. 


"As one man said, we're not Moses 


and we're not taking in the 10 Com- 
mandments," Aid Thomas Merle said. 
"They (the regulations) are not made 
in rock or steel." 


With passage of the code, a zoning 


board of appeals will be set up, with 
members appointed by Mayor Rich- 
ard Wolf. James Deal, building offi- 
cer, was named as zoning officer in 
charge of administration of the ordi- 
nance. 


Passage of the code now will allow 


developers to petition the city for 
variations.

Wood School closing nixed 3-3 


A move to immediately close Wood 


School, 255 E. Elk Grove Blvd., Elk 
Grove Village Monday night was de- 
feated by the Elk Grove Township 
Dist. 59 Board of Education. 


Six weeks before the school year is 


to begin, board member Richard 
Stamm called for immediate closing 
of Wood and the transfer of students 
and teachers to Clearmont School, 380 
Clearmont Dr , Elk Gfvc Village. 


The motion failed, however, in a 3-3 


tie vote. Stamm, Board Pres. Harold 
Harvey, and Paul Kucharski, voted 
for the school closing. Voting against 
the closing were Sharon Chavoen, 


Emil Bahnmsier and Judith Zanca. 
Barbara Somogyi was absent. 


Stamm's suggestion to close Wood 


School modified his earlier plan to 
shut down three schools by Septem- 
ber. Two weeks ago Stamm urged the 
board to close Wood, Hopkins school 
in Elk Grove Village, and High Ridge 
Knolls in Des Plaines to offset declin- 
ing enrollment in the district. 


THE SWIFT CLOSING of Wood was 


recommended, Stamm said, because 
it is "the easiest one to close." With 
206 students it has the fewest number 
of children to move, and the students 
could be absorbed by 
Clearmont 


School, he said. The Elk Grove Park 
District also has expressed interest in 
purchasing Wood if the board decides 
to sell it, Stamm said. 


Stamm said he wants a school shut 


by September because a school clos- 
ing in Dist. 59 "is way, way overdue," 
Since February, 
DisL. 59 adminis- 


trators have predicted that the dis- 
trict will lose about 38 per cent of its 
almost 10,000 students by 1986-87. 


Stamm's proposal met stiff opposi- 


tion from administrators and many of 
the 10 spectators at Monday's meeting 
as well as from Bahnmaier and Mrs. 
Zanca. 


SUPT. ROGER Bardwell warned that 
the harm and "rushing into this kind 
of decision" would outweigh the ap- 
proximately $50,000 savings in an im- 
mediate school clcosing. 


Bardwell said there are many areas 


to be studied in deciding how, when 
and where to close a school and the 
board would risk community alien- 
ation by a hasty decision. 


"Six weeks is really not very fair to 


anybody," Bahnmaier said. Mrs. Cha- 
voen said she also objected to Wood's 
closing because of the short time span 
involved. 


Seniors9 bus to start trips to area shopping centers 


Beginning Aug. 1, the Elk Grove 


Township's senior citizens bus will 
cross township boundaries for runs to 
the Woodfield and Randhurst shop- 
ping centers as well as to the shop- 
ping districts of Arlington Heights and 
Rolling Meadows.

By providing for trips to places out- 


Fogarty 'sitting on fence9 


in deciding future as chief

After 19 years and two heart at- 


tacks, Thomas Fogarty's future as 
Rolling Meadows' fire chief is uncer- 
tain. 


ile'd like to stay around until some 


of the projects he started are finished. 
There's the new fire station he'd like 
to see built and the expansion of the 
fire prevention bureau. 


But some of Fogarty's doctors be- 


lieve it may be time for the 55-year- 
old chief to step down. 


And while "my girls would like to 


see their dad stay on as chief," Mrs. 
Fogarty "is concerned because she'd 
like to have me around for awhile," 
he said. 


FOGARTY HIMSELF is "sitting on 


the fence." 


"There are a few things I'd like to 


see completed, but if my doctors say 
I should retire, I'll just have to see 
they're completed by the next guy, 
whoever that is," Fogarty said. 


FOGARTY HAS BEEN away from 


work since May 4 after being hospital- 
ized for chest pains. In 1073, he suf- 
fered a massive heart attack and was 
revived by paramedics after being de- 
clared clinically dead. 


Next month Fogarty will enter the 


hospital for tests that will determine 
if he should retire or continue as 
chief. If his doctors say he should 
quit, Fogarty will apply for a dis- 
ability pension, and if it is granted, he 
will retire, 


"A lot of people want me to retire," 


Fogarty said. "And some say I 
shouldn't. My guys (firefighters) are 
a little concerned about me." 


FOGARTY JOINED the department 


In 1056 as a volunteer firefighter and 
was voted chief by the volunteers in 
1958. In 1967 he was appointed chief 
when the department became full- 
time. 


Except for an occasional "dog day," 


Fogarty said he's been feeling fine 
lately. 


"But the doctors are concerned

about my getting involved in fire 
ground," he said. He explained that 
going into a smoky building closes the 
arteries and this is hazardous to 
someone with a heart condition. 


"If I stayed back at the fire house, 


I'd still be concerned about what's go- 
ing on at the fire ground," he said. 
"And I'd probably have a heart at- 
tack that way." 


THOUGH HIS cardiologist wants 


him to quit, two other doctors say he 
should wait until he undergoes final 
tests. 


"I'll just wait until'they do the tests 


and leave it in God's hands," Fogarty 
said. 


If Fogarty does retire, it will be up 


to City Mgr. Thomas Palmer to ap- 
point a replacement. Fogarty said he 
had a long talk with Palmer about his 
possible retirement and suggested 
possibilities for a new chief. He de- 
clined to say whom he suggested. 


A fire pension board will determine 


if Fogarty should get his pension. The 
board is made up of the department's 
three lieutenants, Mayor Roland J. 
M e y e r , C i t y 
Clerk 
Elizabeth 


Houldsworth and City Treasurer Rob- 
ert Cole. They will make their deci- 
sion after Fogarty is examined by 
doctors chosen by the board. 


"The only problem will be if there 


are mixed emotions among the doc- 


tors," Fogarty said. 


FOGARTY SUPPORTED the devel- 


opment of a paramedics 
program 


sponsored by Northwest Community 
Hospital, Arlington Heights, in 1972. 
He later credited the program with 
saving his own life. 


"If I'd had the attack a year ear- 


lier, I probably wouldn't be talking to 
you today," he said after his first 
heart attack. 


Fogarty had open heart surgery 


shortly after his attack and had no 
subsequent heart problems until May, 
when his paramedics came to his res- 
cue for the second time in four years.
